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SENATOR GRADY VERY SICK 


‘HARMONY ALL GONE AND DEMO- 
CRATIC KNIVES UNSHEATHED. 
.SAMMANY DECLARES WAR AND NOMINATES 
SEVEN SENATORS, GRADY BEING TOO 
SICK TO RUN—COUNTY DEMOCRATS 8E- 

LECTING CANDIDATES. 

That peace and harmony which existed be- 
tween the Democratic factions when they agreed 
upon a Register and four Judges appears to have 
been utterly destroyed by the proceedings of the 
last few days. Uniess a change occurs in the situ- 
ation within the next three days the knives which 
are now unsheathed will be used with deadly effect 
and the war-whoop of the Tammany braves will 
resound in all the groggeries of the town. Mr. 
Kelly has gone so far as to declare that he sup- 
posed that all negotiations were off and that he 
regretted that there would be a general fight all 


along the line. 

Tammany’s angry district leaders and her Sena- 
torial delegates held a caucus yesterday afternoon. 
Their purpose was to decide what “ henorable” 
course was now left open to Tammany. John 
Kelly presided. Mr. Kelly briefly informed his 
henohmen that the County Democracy refused to 
accede to the nomination of Grady in the Sixth 
District. A full discussion of Grady’s ease fol- 
towed. The faet was recognized that he wasa 
very unpopular man in his district, and that he 


sould not defeat even Tim Campbell, unless 
the County Demoorats supported him. The addi- 
tional fact that John Keenan, Charles Reilly, 
and other east side County Demoerats would not 
support him was commented upon with growls. 
The proposition was made that Grady should 
be nominated agsinst Col. Murphy, Irving 
Hall's Senatorial candidate in the Fifth District. 
Alderman Kirk, ex-Assemblyman Slevin, and ex- 
County Clerk Gumbleten were positive that he 
sould not carry that district. Justice Duffy, of the 
First Assembly District, was positive that Grady 
could oly win. He intimated that if Grady 
made the attempt the prospects of electing a Tam- 
many ppeernen 4 ues the Battery district would 
be sadly imperiled. 

Senator Grady administered a kick to the Jus- 
tice by saying that he need not counton any Al- 
dermen, for the Irving Hall people and the County 
Democrats had made a deal by whieh no Tam- 
many Alderman could beeiected. Smarting under 
the mortification of finding no district in which his 
success eould be assured, the Senator launched 
forth into a terrific tirade against the agar f De- 
mocracy and the Irving Hall people. He said that 
he fully realized that be was being punished for 
bis devotion to Tammany. He would accept the 
blow, however. He would no longer embarrass the 
organization by being a candidate. He was sick, 
mentally and physically. He was present nst 
the advice of his physicians He did not 
think he had strength enough to go into 
any canvass. He accused Irving Hail 
with having broken faith with Tammany. 
He regarded it as a most singular thing that a man 
holding a high County position (Sheriff Davidson, 
the leader of Irving Hall,) was unable to control 
the Irving Hall Convention and prevent Mr. Camp- 
betl’s nomination. He thought that Tammany 
ought to have no difficulty in eleeting Edward Mc- 
Cue in the Sixth District. It certainly could not 
oe charged ost McCue, as had been charged 
against him, that ne had made enough out of Lis 
legislative term atm § a $40,009 house. In conclu- 
sion Grady advoca the running of a Tammany 
candicate for Senator in every ove of the seven 
districts of the City. 

Grady, doubtless, is sick. Any man in his shoes 
would go to bed and callina doctor to give him 
physic. His public services are no longer demand- 
ea. His voice is all right, however, for it rang out 
yesterday with al! its old-time vigor. Other braves 
urged wartothe knifein every district, and the 
following resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, That the delegates of this organization 
representing the several Senatorial District Conven- 
tions, be, and they are hereby, recommended to nomi- 
nate in their conventions this evening candidates 
who will faithfully represent the peopie and the 
principles of the Tammany Hall Democracy. 

As soon as the resolutions were adopted the 
leaders and the delegates hurried home to thoir 
districts to nominate Tammany Senators, the 
word **recommendation” in the reselutions being 
interpreted as a direct order from Mr. Kelly. 

While the Tammany caucus was in progress 
the County Democracy’s leaders had been caucus- 
ingalso. They metat No. 1 Union-square at 11 
o*« iw the forenoon, and were in session until 
after 2 o'clock. Their caucus, concluded 
before that of Tammany. and they ie nothing 
of Tammany’s warlike decision until the evening. 

Tammany known what the County Democrats 
had. been aoing perhaps she would have 
hesitated before proclaiming war. Twenty- 
three districts were represented in the Coun- 
ty Demooracy’s caucus. Ex-Mayor Cooper 

resented a report of what had passed between 
he organization's representatives and Mr. Kelly. 
He said that word had been sent to Mr. Kelly on 
Tuesday to the effect that the Sixth District and 
some other of the down-town districts were so 
ppposed to Grady that it appeared to be an im- 
possibility for them to agree upon him. Mr. Kelly 
was given to understand. however, that Mr. Cooper. 
Mr. Thompson, Mr. Power, and Mr. Mitchell 
were working like beavers to affect an indorse- 
ment of the notorious Tammany Senator. 
Wouldao’t Mr. Kelly select some other man than 
Grady? The Sixth District would agree on any 
other Tammany manthan him. Mr. Kelly replied 
that he could not desert Mr. Grady. If the County 
Democrats could not swallow him, then he re- 
gretted to have tosay that he supposed all nego- 
tiations were off, and that there must be a general 
fight all along the line. When the report 
Was rendered those County Democrats who 
favored union and the swallowing of 
Grady, no matter what his actions toward 
Goy. Cleveland or their own organization, 
‘began a bitter attack on their east side and down- 
town associates. It was demanded that those pres- 
ent be polled and their preferences be expressed. 

Twelve men, among them Coeper and Thompson. 

feclared in favor of union and Grady, nine 

were against it, and two did not vote. 
rhose who were opposed were Thomas 

Cleary * in the First Assembly District, 

Thomas Walsh in the Second, Daniel O'Reilly in 

the Third, Charles Reilly in the Fourth. Michael 

Norton in the Fiith, James Carr in the Sixth, Ber 
‘gard Kenney in the Eighth, John Keenan in the 

I'welfth, and E. P. Steers in the Twenty-third. 

The result of Tammany’s Senatorial Conventions 
was the nomination of ex-Alderman J. J. Slevin in 
the Fifth, Edward McCue inthe Sixth, Frank A. Du- 
rro (brother of the Congressman) in the Seventh, 
John W. Browning in the Eighth, ex-Assemblyman 
Jobn J. Culien in the Ninth, J. Hampden Robb in 
the Tenth, and George W. Plunkett in the 
Eleventh. Some of the County Democracy 
Senatorial Conventions also made pomina- 
tions of their own. In the Eleventh District 
they nominated ex-Assemblyman W. W. Niles. 
In the Fifth District they endorsed Col. Murphy. 
already nominated by Irving Hall; and in the 
Tenth District, together with Irving Hall. they 
endorsed J. Hampden Robb. They will also en- 
dorse Tim Campvell. If Senator Daly concludes 
to run against Dugro, a Republican may be elected. 
A Republican will doubtless be elected in the 
eighth, and if there are three Democrats in the 
field in the eleventh. as there now promises to be, 
the Republicans may carry that district, with Mr. 
‘Bellamy as their candidate.

JAMES O’BRIEN NOMINATED. 
& ROUSING MASS-MEETING SELECTS HIM AS 
CANDIDATE FOR REGISTER. 

Several hundred men were struggling and 
pushing at the main entrance to the Cooper Union at 
8:10 o'clock last evening In vain attempts to get into 
the large hall. The cal! fora ** people’s mass-meet- 
ing’ was responded to with even greater enthusi- 
asm than the most sanguine followers of ex-Sheriff 
James O’Brien had expected. When the meeting 
was called to order the hall contained as many 
persons as it could hold. Mr. Orlando L. Stewart 
presided, and surrounding him on the erowded 


ylatform were the Hon. John G. Boyd, Isaac Bell, 

erman Oelrichs, Tim Shea. Alexander Henriques, 
L. G. Quinlin, Georze 8. Wilkes, J. Sinclair, Peter 
Bariow, C. G. Wolffe. J. W. Hitcheeck, F. J. Brown, 
J. 43. Cooper, D. D. T. Marshall, Moritz Ellinger, 
and M. J. Murphy. 

Mr. Stewart made some eneouraging remarks 
about the prospects of the Indepeadent Democratic 
movement. The lion, John G. boyd excited some 
enthusiasm by reading the preamble and resolu- 
tions that bad been prepared for the occasion. 
The declaration of principles of the Democratic 
State Convention in Buffalo was indorsed, aud 
Tammany, Irving Hall. and the County Democracy 
were repudiated as being “undemocratic, oli- 
garchical, and subversive of the most essential 
principles of representative government.”’ It was 
resolved that the time had come when the Inde- 

ndent Democrats should unite with all other 
“citizens and organizations to “rid the Empire 
City from the loathsome and bumiliating system of 
oossism.”’ Among the things that the Indepen- 
dent Democrats demanded in their resolutions 
were more efficient laws against bribery at elec- 
Mons, laws to prohibit the establishment, through 
construction companies or other devioes, of a ficti- 
tious cost for works of apublic nature, that the 

resent system of contraet convict labor be abol- 
shed, and that prisoners be employed at whatever 
industry the State pleases to elect, and that the 
product be put on the market at the current price. 
Finally it was urged that all Democrats protest 
against the renomination or advancement of legis- 
laters. Judges, or other public oficers who have in 
AnY manner violated the law of the State. 

Mr, Tim Shea cast a gloomy retrospective glance 
over the history of the Democratic Party in this 
City. Things had gone from bad.to worse until 
they resuited in the birth of the now defunct 
‘Oounty Democracy. [Laughter and applause. |} 
‘The speaker accused the leaders of the County 
‘Demoeracy of having slaughtered the Democratio 

rezidential candidate in 1880. His remarks on 

his point were loudiy applauded. ‘‘As much as 
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I detest*John Kelly’s methods,” he said, “I 
am free to say right nere that he is not 
guilty of the infamous political slaughter 
of Winfield Scott Haneock. That slanghter 
was organized at Cincinnati and was earried into 
effect here by Hewett, Cooper, and Whitney.” 
Jerome Buck said that although all political par- 
ties might become honeycombed with rottenness 
there was hope aud salvation in the people, It 
suited Mr. Buok's fancy to draw on ancient history 
for an illustration, and he started out with ‘Do 
you remember 400 years ago?” A burst of laughter 
instantly drowned the speaker's yoice. Mr. Buck 
kept right on with -his speeeh, however, and 
the boisterous laughter subsided just in time 
to enable the audience to hear the words 
“Remember Simon de Montford.” Mr. Buck 
outlined the thievery that had marked the careers 
of the various Democratic factions, and commend- 
ed the course of Tus Times in exposing and break- 
ing down the Tweed Ring. Mr. Alexander Hen- 
riques, Vice-Chairman of the Stock Exchange. said 
that bis sympathies were with the Independent 
Democratic movenient. He said of James O’Brien 
that although without “the trimmings of an edu- 
cation,” he was an honest man, and when he had 
heid office he ‘* pooled his earnings with the poor.” 

A medium and determined-looking man 
arose in the middle of the hall and nominated 
James O’Brien as an Independent Democratic can- 
didate for Register. The motion was put by the 
Chairman and carried with tumultuous enthusi- 
asm, a large part of the audience rising, waving 
their hats, and cheering. It was proposed to nomi- 
nate two candidates for Judges of the Supreme 
Court at once, but, at the su tion of George 8. 
Wilkes, a resolution was adopted leaving such 
nominations in the hands of a committee of 100, to 
be appointed by the Chairman. The audience 
was informed that a committee had gone after 
Mr. O’Brien. and they were requested, while wait- 
ing, to suggest names for the pro d judieiary 
nominations. The names that evoked the liveliest 
demonstrations of approval were John G. Boyd, 
David McAdam, Alfred Steckler, and E. Ellery 
Anderson. 

Mr. O'Brien’s appearance on the stage was hailed 
with vociferous cheers, which lasted for more than 
aminute. He thanked the convention for nomi- 
nating bim for Register and accepted the nomina- 
tion not, as he said, because he wanted the office, 
but because he wanted to break down bossism. 
As for the emoluments of the office, he was wiiling 
to give every dollar to some deserving charity. 
(Prolonged applause.] The speaker said that the 
time had come for the independent yoters 
to combine and force an accounting with 
the sees. He deciared that the Department 
of Public Works had been whitewashed, and 
that there was as much corruption now in the ad- 
ministration of the City’s aff irs as there was in 
Tweed'stime. The people should be particularly 
careful jast now not to put any more Jud on 
the bench who would wear the collars of politi- 
cal or corporation bosses. Men should be sent to 
the Common Council who would represent the 
people and not John Kelly or Hubert O. Thompson.

A PLEASANT REUNION IN CINCINNATI— 
SPEECHES BY GENERALS. 

Cincinnati, Oct. 24.—The Society of the 
Army of the Cumberland formed this morning at 
the Burnet House and marched with a band to the 
Grand Opera-house, where it was to hold a busi- 
ness session. The society was led by its President, 
Gen. Sheridan, who had Gen. Rosecrans on his 
right, Foliowing came Gen. Wood, with Gen. 


John A. Logan. After these were Gens. Newton, 
Carlin, Morgan, Kimball, Parkhurst, and about 150 
others. Gen. Sheridan called the society 
to order, and prayer was offered by the 
Chaplain, Mr. Earnshaw. It was stated in 
explanation of the absence of any mention 
of the death of Gen. Steedman that he 
had never become a member of the society. Gen. 
R. D. Mussey offered a resolution, which was 
adopted, that the Committee on Memoirs take the 
necessary steps to have a sketch of Gen. Steed- 
man's military eareer published in the annual rec- 
ord. Gen. J. 8. Fullerton, Treasurer, reported a 
balance at the beginning of the year of $536; bal- 
ance now in the treasury, $197. He stated that a 
large number of the members were delinquent, 
many of whom could not be found by letters. 
After the appointment of committees and the ac- 
ceptance of invitations from the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the Cuvier Club, the Duckworth Club, and 
the Lincoln Club. the meeting adjourned. 

This evening the society marched from the Bur- 
net House to the music hall. The loeal military 
organizations were to have escorted the so- 
elety, but were not on hand prompt- 
ly, and the society went on alone. An audience 
of nearly 2,000 persons were present. Gen. H. M. 
Cist called the meeting to order and in- 
troduced Goy. Charles Foster, who deliv- 
ered the address of welcome. His men- 
tion of Gens. Rosecrans, Sheridan, Logan, 
Pope, Hazen, Wood, and others on the stage 
brought out rounds of applause. Gen. Sheridan 
made a brief speech thanking Gov. Foster for 
his | complimentary allusion to himself, 
and introduced the orator of the soclety, 
Gen. Smith D. Atkins, of Freeport, Ill. 
Gen. Atkins sketched the: preliminaries which 
brougkt about the rebellion, and, révertiag to the 
civil war itself, he said: ** History is inexorable 
It was a war for the mastery of this continent be- 
tween freedom and slavery. It cannot be blotted 
out. No one now desires to biot it out. 
Freedom was the victor, and slavery is 
dead forever. It was a contest of giants. 
The soldiers of the North never had any ill-will to- 
ward the soldiers of the South. The Southern sol- 
diers were no cowards. The old guard of Napo- 
leon contained no braver men than were found 
in the Confederate regiments. They were de- 
fending—it is inexorable history—a false and nar- 
row cilivilization, and they ought to have 
been whipped, and they were, and it 
is a fortunate thing for them, and for 
the civilization of the world that 
they were whipped (not so very easily, as we all 
know)—delig*tfully and completely *‘whaied’— 
upon battle-field after battle-field, until by sheer 
exhaustion they were compelied to quit.” 

In response to calls, Gen. Rosecrans made a few 
remarks, saying that unless the soldiers stuck to- 
gether the wise provisions of the statutes giv- 
ing preference to soldiers in the public ser- 
vice would be in danger of being forgotten. 
Gen. Jobn A. Logan was called out, 
and Gen. Hazen also made afew remarks, while 
Gens. Noyes and Pope merely bowed in re- 
spense to calls, owing to the lateness of 
the hour. The soejety marched back to the 
Burnet Mouse under an escort of military, 
where the members enjoyed what they term a 
“symposium.” Among the gentlemen on the 
stage not named above were Gens. Stanley, Kim- 
Sas. SOCCER, Carlin, Opdyke, Whipple, and Ful- 
erton. . 


BAPTISTS 
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IN CONVENTION. 


ANNUAL MEETING OF THE STATE MIS- 
SIONARY SOCIETY. 

BuFrFra.o, N. Y., Oct. 24.—The Baptist State 
Missionary Society is in session in this city. 
The Rev. W. P. Hellinges, of Lockport, has 
been elected President. The attendance 
is unusually large. The annual report 
was made to-day, and there were addresses by 
several clergymen. The special topic of this 


afternoon was “The Mission of the Baptist 
Church— What it is and How it is 
to be Accomplished.” The Key. J. B. Thomas, 
D. D., of Brooklyn, spoke on the first part of 
the topic, and the Rev. R. 8S. MacArthur, 
D. D., of New-York, on the second part. 
Mr. MacArthur's address was very practical and 
kevt the attention of his hearers closely. He said, 
‘*Iregard it as much of a duty to raise money 
for the cause of God as to preach the word 
of God. When an agent can get more money out of 
the people of a church than the Pastor can, it is 
time for him to inquire if be is in the right sphere of 
life. When I hear of a minister that preaches 59 
minutes of ‘Shall saints know eaeh other in 
Heaven’ and then turns to a walting 
brother and tells him he can have four minutes 
to present the cause of missions, I don’t 
know whether he will know any saints in 
heaven or not. As Baptists we have 
the scholarship of the world on our 
side. Ours is nota denomination of denunciation, 
but a denomination of declaration; the best way 
to preach error is to preach up truth.” 

Nine hundred churches, with 116,000 members, 
are represented by delegates. ‘I'he report of Seore- 
tary J. B. Caivert, of New-York, stated that 87 mis- 
sionary Pastors are employed by the convention; 
2723 teeble churches have been aided, and 3876 per- 
sons baptized; $13,225 has been raised. and there 
is a balanee of $97 in the treasary. This work has 
been done by the united effort of the churches, 
and does not relate to what has been accomplished 
by the loca) assoeiations of the churches. F. H. 
Kerfoot, of Brooklyn, spoke at great length of the 
Sunday-schools throughout the State. ‘There are 
750 schools, 12,500 teachers, and 8,000 scholars, 
The meetings will be continued to-morrow. 
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NEW ORLEANS COTTON EXPOSITION. 

New-OrR.eans, Oct. 24.—The Directors of 
the Cotton Exposition have determined that 
the main building for the exhibits for 
the ball shall contain 1,000,000 square feet 
floor space. This is almost twice the 
amount of the Loulsville Exposition space, eight 
times thut of Atlanta, 15 per cent. more than the 
Philadelphia Centennial, and four times more than 
the Crystal Palace of New-York in 1853. Bids will 


be advertised for plans in a day or two. 
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THE NEW GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 
Orrawa, Oct. 24.—An extra of the Official 
Gazelte announces the arrival of the Marquis of 
Lansdowne at the capital, and ecntains the procla- 


mation of his assamption of the Governor-General- 
ship. When the vice-regal party arrived at Rideau 
Hall, last evening, the Marehioness was the first to 
alight, and, standing at the main entrance, received 
her liege lord with a kiss as he entered the portals 
of their new home. The Corporation's address to

GARLINGTON’S ANSWERS 


MOTIVES WHICH GOVERNED HIM 
AFTER THE LOSS OF HIS SHIP. 
INFORMATION IN REPLY TO GEN. HAZEN’S 
QUESTIONS RELATIVE TO THE RETREAT 

FROM THE ARCTIC REGIONS. 


WasuHiIncTon, Oct. 24.—The Secretary of 
War received to-day, through the Acting Chief Sig- 
nal Officer, Lieut. Garlington's answers to the ques- 
tions asked him by Genera! Hazen after the receipt 
of his (Garlington’s) official report of the expedition 
to Smith Sound. The questions and the most 
important part of the answers are as follows: 


Question 1—Wny did you not endeavor to make 
adepot at Littleton Island with what stores you 
could gather during the remaining time that you 
might have remained in that region? A.—As I stated 
in my report I decided while at Cape Sabine to 
make a prompt and earnest effort to communicate 
with the Yantic, and to proceed south at once for 
that purpose. My reasons I gave inmy report, but 
I will enter into them more fally. After the Pro- 
teus was lost I determined to communicate with 
the Yantic as soon as it was possible todo so; to 
get from her all the supplies that could be spared, 
and establish a depot at Life-boat Cove. I intended 
to remain there with asmai! party while tne Yantic 
could proceea to St, John, report the disaster, 
and endeavor to secure a vessel suitable 
for ice navigation ta come north with additional 
supplies. lf anything wast» be done this season 
looking to the relief of Lieut. Greely it was of the 
greatest importance to eommunricate with the 
Yantieat once. When the Proteus encountered 
the pack in Melville Bay no one on board that ves- 
sel thonght the Yantio would cross the bay. This 
opinion was formed from the known intention of 
the Commander of the Yantio not to put the ves- 
selintotheice. If lhad remained a fortnight at 
Littleton Island for the chanee of the Yantic's ar- 
rival my supplies would have been reduced to a 
dangerously small margin. If she did not arrive I 
wouid have bad to commence my retreat during a 
rapidly closing season with inadequate provisions. 
It would probably have been necessary to force 
our way through much young ice, which at even 
that date formed one-quarter of an inch thick dur- 
ing calm nights. This would have delayed the 
progress of the boats and prevented communica- 
tion of the disaster to the Yantio in time tnat she 
might render any assistance to Lieut. Greely, if it 
did not prevent me entirely from reaching 
the Danish settlements this season, ard the 
sending of the news of the _ disaster 
home this year. If I had remained in that region 
until it was too late to reach the Danish settle- 
ments, it would have been necessary to draw on 
the os already deposited for Lieut. Greely, 
and if he should arrive he would find his own eup- 
plies diminished and the addition to his party of 
another body of men no better off than his own 
party. If I started at oneel would secure the ar- 
rival of my party at the Danish settiements before 
the close of the season. I left Littleton Island 
on July 6 and on Aug. 7 had made 
but 130 miles. I reached ~— York on Aug. 10, 
and was confirmed in my belief that the Yaatic 
had not crossed Melville Bay. Tho natives at Cape 
York had not seen any vessel pass to the north- 
ward and westward lately, and they knew nothing 
of the Swedish steamer Sofla which was to have 
come there fora series of scientific observations. 
This fact convineed me that the Sofia had not been 
able to get through the Melville Bay pack, and if 
she nad not I thought the Yantio most certainly 
had not. If I had concluded to take the 
risk of waiting at Littleton Island for the 
Yantic I would not have gathered any of the 
supplies at Cape Sabine and the west coast of 
Smith Sound to formadepot at Littleton Island. 
These stores are much more available to Lieut. 
Greely where they are than they could be if they 
were on Littleton Island. lsaw no natives about 
Life-boat Cove or Littleton Island, nor any recent 
signs of their presence, so I could not have formed 
a depot of supplies procured from that 
quarter. Birds were lentiful, but I had 
but one shot-gun an 86 cartridges in 
my party, so could not have secured mapy birds, 
Although I made every effort to do so, I was un- 
able to find the guns and ammunition provided for 
the expedition. Walrus were very numerous, but 
at that season they were very wild and wary, tak- 
ing to the water at the slightest alarm. Moreover, 
they sink when shot inthe water. Seals are dif- 
ficult to secure for the same reason. Several] were 
shot during the retreat, but sank immediately. 
Any attempt at securing game would have serlous- 
ly retarded my progress south. which I desired to 
basten as mach as possible for reasons already 
given. 

Question 2—Why were a large portion of Mr. Gree- 
ly’s stores abandoned on an ice floe so long as the 
season still permitted work with boats’ A.—The 
boats worked all night and until J2o’clock the next 
day getting the stores saved from the ship in Cape 
Sabine. Each trip was attended with great dan- 

er. The ioe wesallin motion and running rap- 
faiy to the south-east before a strong wind 
from the north-west and the ebb tide. 
The large floes of heavy arctic ice were 
eontinually crushieg and grinding together, cracks 
opening and closing: the edges of the floes marked 
by ridges of ice-blocks piled up 10 or 12 feet high 
by the enormous pressure of the great masses of ice 
as they jammed aguinst each other. The risk of 
handling the boats in that sea of moving ice was 
so great thatit was seriously argued by a part of 
the crew of the Proteus, then en the floe, to give 
up the attempt to reach Capo Sabine, and trust 
their fortunes to the eolld ice floe they were then 
on rather than run the chances of being crushed 
while endeavoring to make land, When I last 
saw the fioe having the provisions on it, 
it was about two miles away, the sea between 
covered with heavy broken running ice, and the 
floe itself moving to the southward and eastward 
at the rate of two andanhalf milesan hour. The 
men had now been working almost continuously 
for 21 hours, having eaten nothing except some 
hard bread and tea during that time, and were 
worn out with fatigue and loss of sleep. I did not 
eonsider the stores remaining on the floe of suffi- 
cient importance to again endanger the lives of 
my men or seriously risk the loss of my boats. As 
near as I can ascertain, when the last boat left the 
floe, there remained on ittwo barrels of assorted 
eanned goods, some loose cans, a small quantity 
of lumber, two salls,some scattered clothing, the 
theodolite, and some boxes of newspapers. 

Question 3—Whay out of six boats were none left 
for Mr. Greely and his party? A.—I had two or- 
dinary navy-built whale-boatsana a dingy. The 
dingy was a very light, shaliow cedar boat for use 
in perfectly smooth water. She would have been 
of no use to Lieut. Greely, and I took her along in 
tow that she might lighten the eargoes of the 
other boats, and serve as a shelter for the 
men when on land. The two whale-boats were 
necessary to carry my own party of 15 
men; ove would not have been sufficient. The 
three boats of the Proteus were old, very much 
out of repair, and badly equipped. ‘They had 
neither spars,sails, nor rudders fitted, and only four 
oars each could be found forthem. To have left 
one of the Proteus’s boats, or to leave one of my 
whale-boats and distribute my surplus men in the 
Proteus’s boats, a resort to foree would have been 
necessary, which I was not prepared to make for 
the questionable benefit of leaving a boat. Lieut. 
Greely has eight boats available on the west coast 
and another on Carey Island. 

Question 4—Why did you start south with 40 
days’ supply tn place of leaving a large portion for 
Lieut. Greely, when the country was full of game, 
seals, walrus, and fish, and the party were sup- 
plied with means for its capture, which was an 
ample source of food? A.—The quantity of food 
taken by me was smaller than that taken by any 
party retreating from that region. I could not 
foretell the exact length of time necessary to 
make our journey. .Dr. Kane in his retreat rrom a 
short distance north of Littleton Island to Uper- 
navik took all the provisions he cou™ carry in his 
three boats, and was 84 days in making the jour- 
bey. ‘The Polaris people started south with sup- 
plies for two months and a half, but were 
picked up a short distanee from sage York by a 
whaler after baving been in their boats 23 days. 
In my answer to your first question I have stated 

why it would have been impossible for me to have 
killed sufficient game to subsist my party and at 
the same time make rapid progress to the south- 
ward. I saw no fishin that region, andif I had I 
had no means of catching them. If i had left any 
of my smali stock of provisions at Littleton Island 
I would have seriously endangered the safety of 
my men to no purpose. As it was, theshort rations 
of sometimes one, and never more than two, meals 
a day, began to tell heavily upon them by the 
time I reached Upernavik. After leaving Cape 
York I saw bo game except two or three seals un- 
tll I reached the islands about Tessuisak. 

Question.—Why did you come south of Cape York 
at all, it being in the friendiy ksquimau country and 
fairly supplied with the necessaries of lifey A.— 

I aid not remain at Cape York because I did nvt 
see then, nor dol see now, how! could possibly 
have been of any service to Lieut. Greely. From 
the best information attainable | am of the opin- 
ion that there are no more than 125 Esquimau 
from Cape York to Renssalaer Bay, and it is a 
well-known fact that they are a yery im- 
provident and  shiftiess race, and on the 
verge of starvation every Winter. To have 
quartered a party, however small, without 
provisions on these people with the chance of 
Lieut. Greely reaching there with his party during 
the Fall would have been but toseriously endanger 
the lives of the whole community without being 
able to accomplish any good whatever. Ibhad not 
more than two weeks’ supplies when I left Cape 
York. fiett that point for the same reason I left 
Cape Sabine—to endeavor to help Lieut. Greely 
and party in the only way it seemed to me practi- 
cable. If my actions in this matter are not explained 
to the satisfaction of yourself and the honorable 
Secretary of War, I bave the honor to request tnat 
acourt of inquiry be ordered to investigate the 
whole case.

TRAGEDY IN AN OHIO TOWN. 


A CARPENTER KILLS HIS WIFE AND THREE 
CHILDREN AND HIMSELF. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Oct. 24.—A shocking 
tragedy was enacted some time on Sunday nightor 
last night near Newcomerstown, Ohio, a few miles 
below this city. A carpenter named Fritzer, in a 
fit of sudden insanity, rose from his bed, and while 
his family, consisting of his wife and three children, 
were asleep, murdered all of them and then cut his 
throat with a razor. Failing to inflict a fatal 


wound he discharged the contents of a shot-gun 
into his head, blowing his brains out. 

Details of the dreadful affair, as far as known 
here, are as follows: On Sunday evening J. Judy, 
brothor-in-law of Fritzer, passed the latter's house 
and had atalk with him. In conversation Fritzer 
became very despondent, and told Judy his doctor 
had advised him to quit work. He seemed trou- 
bled about what would become of his family. This 
was the last time Fritzer or any of his — were 
seen alive. Last evening a neighbor named Neis- 
baum went to Fritzer’s house, and finding all the 
doors locked and the curtains drawn, concluded 
all was notright. Neisbaum aroused some near 
neighbors, and several of them came to the house, 
and elimbed through a window. 

They saw asad sight. Ona bed in one corner of 
the room was the body of Mrs. Fritzer, with her 
throat cut from ear to ear, and by her side was 
her youngest child with its bead crushed. In a lit- 
tle crib on the east side of the room were the 
two oldest children, also with their heads crushed, 
and near the north window of the room Fritzer 
was lying, with the side of his face torn off by the 
discharge of agun. The mother and child on the 
bed were lying as if asleep, both being covered 
with the quil's and the mother’s eyes being closed. 
Fritzer undoubtedly murdered all of them while 
they were asleep and then killed himself, for there 
is no evidence that there was a acufile. 

The manner in which Fritzer killed himself was 
diabolical. By his side was an empty gun-barrel, 
with no hammer orstock. He must have loaded 
the barrel and piaced one end in the flame of a 
lamp that stood near by and the other to his face. 
Then he held it until it exploded from the heat and 
blew his brains out. He was a German. about 320 
years Of age, and was a first-class carpenter. The 
only cause that can at present be assigned for his 
terrible crime 1s the fact that he must. have become 
deranged while brooding over his ill health and in- 
ability to work and support his family, 

At first there were suspicions that the deed had 
beer committed by a tramp who had been prowl- 
ing around the village, but the suspected man was 
ect paiamed and gave a satisfactory account of

THE BOARD OF CLAIMS ON A TOUR OF IN 
SPECTION. 

Lockport, N. Y., Oct. 24.—Yesterday a 
Party of distinguished State officers arrived in 
Lockport and registered at the Judson House. 
They were the Hon. H. L. Northrop, of Washing- 
ton County; the Hon. George M. Beebe, of Sulli- 
van County, and the Hon. Henry F. Alien, of Buf- 
falo, Judges ef the Court of Claims, and O. Bedell, 
of Grand Island, Superintendent of this division of 
the Erie Canal. The members of the Board of 


Claims are engaged in investigating various claims 
for damages on account of the canals, and 
Deputy Attorney-General Dennison, of Os- 
wego, aceompanied them as their counsel. 
The party took carriages and proceeded to 
Wright's Corners, and thence up the East Branch 
and Eighteen-Mile Creek to Mobee's, examining 
and taking points on the alleged damages from tbe 
canal over the route which they traveled. The 
Oak Orchard jfeeder, in the town of Alabama, 
Genesee County, was visited, and the party re- 
turned to Gosport and took the evening train to 
Rochester, with the exception of Mr. Allen and 
Mr. Bedell, who went back to Buffalo, and will 
meet the former gentlemen in Rochester to-day. 

Special Agent W. H. Henry, of Little Valley, and 
Section Superintendent H. H. Servess, of this city, 
went to Medina yesterday to investigate the 
charges which appeared in the Associated Press 
dispatehes a few days ago allezing that there was 
low water as Medina and trouble about boats run- 
ning aground, and also to look after and inspect 
the waste, wear, and other matters pertaining to 
the canal in that vicinity. They report 7% feet 
of water at Medina, and obtained a written state- 
ment from a large number of the best citizens to 
the effeet that there was no foundation for the 
statements regarding the canal which have been 
published, and they also allege that the dispatch 
which appeared in the Associated Press papers 
originated in Buffalo, not Medina.

ANOTHER MOVE LN 7HE RELIGIOUS 
WAR IN CONNEU110CUT. 
THREATENING TO DISPENSE WITH ROMAN 
CATHOLIC SERVANTS—RELIGION IN THE 

SCHOOLS AND IN POLITICS. 

LAKEVILLE, Conn., Oct. 24.—The following 
notice was posted in prominent places about the 
Village early yesterday morning: 

“The ladies of Lakevilie are especially invited to 
the residence of Mrs. George Harrison, Wednesday. 
Oct. 24, at 3 o’clock P. M, A full attendance is re- 
quested.” 

For many hours after the appearance of these 
apparently innocent posters there was much 
guessing indulged in by the villagers as to what 
could be their purpose. It finally leaked out. The 
notice was the signal of another skirmish in'the 
religious war that has been in progress here for 
some months, and which originated in the erection 
of a life-size crucifix in front of the Cathdlio 
Church. The Catholic Pastor refused to 
remove the imege at the réquest of 
some 60 of the most prominent Protestant resi- 
dents of Lakeville, and the Catholics boycotted 
all the storekeepers whose signatures were ap- 


pended tothe petition. The Protestants retorted 
soon after by refusing the use of the lake steamer 
and grove to the Catholics on the oceasion of the 
opening and dedication of the convent. Then at 
the October town elections, after the closest con- 
test in many years, the Democratic ticket, on 
which eight Catholics were candidates for office, 
was chosen by a small yong 6 

Now the ladies of the place have taken part in 
the struggle and they appear determined to re- 
trive tne fortunes of the Protestant side. The call 
posted about the town was inspired by Mrs. Rudd, 
wife of the Superintendent of the steam-boat com- 
pany, whose boat was refused to the Catholics, and 
Mra. George Harrison. one- of the most in- 
fluential ladies of the village. Their ob- 
ject was to form an association the mem- 
bers of which would be bound to discharge all the 
Catholic help in their employ and subseribe toa 
fund for the importation of colored servant giris 
from New-York, or, if necessary, from the South. 
As all the servant girls employed in Lakeville 
are Catholics, the talk of replacing them, it was 
seen, would be no easy one. Hence the socrecy 
observed ané the cautious wording of the printed 
posters. The meeting was held at Mrs. Harrison’s 
residence and was attended by more than a dozen 
ladies, Those who were present naturally object 
to say what happened. but it is understood in the 
village that nothing definite was done at the meet- 
ing, many of the ladies who were present being ig- 
norant of the object of the gathering until it was 
aunounced to them by Mrs. Harrison. lt was also 
thought desirable to have a larger attendance.+ 

The news of the meeting has already spread 
among the Catholics, ana has induced again the 
same spirit of hostility which existed just after the 
circulation of the petition for the removal of the 
cross, but which bas been dormant sinee the town 
election. The success of the Catholics had ap- 
peased them somewhat, and they were anxious to 
putan end tothe boycotting of the store-keepers. 
But the fear of displeasing the priest and a 
disinclination on the part of overybody to be 
the first to trade with the boycotted grocers 
were so great that untilthis day the Catholics of 
Lakeville purchase their kitchen material in the 
village of Salisbury, four miles distant. and eschew 
the local dealers. One of the principal aggrava- 
tions tothe Protestants, and more especially to 
the Protestant mothers of the town,is the fact 
that at the eleotion in the first week in this month 
Father Lynch, the Pastorjof the Catholic Church, 
and the man whom they charge with be- 
ing the cause of all the bitter religious 
feeling between them and the Catholics, was elect- 
ed to ihe office of School Visitor for the next three 
years, The Cathoile sehcol was opened this year, 
and the priest has compelled the Catholic children 
of the town of Salisbury, in which there are 19 
public schools, to attend the new parochial school. 
The resuit has been that in many of the public 
schools where formerly there were from 30 to 100 
scholars, the average attendance is less than a 
dozen. In one school, in which four teachers are 
employed, and where there were formerly 50 pu- 
pils, there can seldom be found more than 1S in 
attendance. The Protestants think that a man 
who isso opposed to the public schools as the 
priest has shown himself to be should be relieved 
from the obligations of School Visitor. 

An attempt, and almost a successful attempt, was 
made to defeat him at the election. Daniel Pratt, 
a Pretestant Democrat, was nominated for School 
Visitor on a Protestant Democratic ticket, and the 
Republican nominees were substituted for the 
Catholies on the regular Democratia ticket. Most 
of the property-owning Protestants supported 
this ticket, but the Protestant miners employed 
by ex-Sepvator Barnum were fearful that if 
they departed from the beaten path of Democracy 
they would be forced to look elsewhere for em- 
ployment. Therefore, they yoted the Catholiec- 
Democratie ticket. and, therefore, the Catholle- 
Democratie ticket was successful and Father Lynch 
is €chool Visitor over 19 schools in which there is not 
a pupil of his belief. He has suggested that some 
of the schools that have so slight an attendance be 
closed and the scholars besent tothe schools in 
which the attendance is larger. He made the prop- 
osition on the plea of lowering the town taxes, 
which are this year 12 mills, or 2 mills greater than 
ever before. Butthe Protestant members of the 
School Board have steadily refused.to listen to 
him. They do not consider that the erection of a 
Catholie school should interfere with the economy 
of the public school system. The State contributes 
$1,900 per year to the support of the schools of the 
town. and the remainder of the expense—$3,800— 
is borne by the town. 

The crucifix which was the cause of these sev- 
eral months of religious raneor at Lakeville still 
stands in front of the Catholic chureh, and. as the 
season advances, appeals more and more to the 
devotion of the Catholics and becomes more and 
more objectionable to the Protestants.

THE THIEVING PENSION AGENTS. 
Bisel Sites 
COMMISSIONER DUDLEY’S WAR ON THE 
GRACELESS SCOUNDRELS. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—Pension Commis- 
sioner Dudley's fight against the swindling pension 
claim agents, begun by the suspension of the 15 
firms named yesterday, has created a stir among 
the whole thieving body of these graceless scoun- 
drels. That they will be more alarmed is proba- 
ble, for the fight has only begun. It will be con- 
tinued, the Commissioner says, until the nest is 
broken and the practices of the swindlers stopped. 
Mr. Dudiey is aware that obstructions will be thrown 


in bis way. The pension agent has always been 
strong in Congress, and the dishonest ones appear 
to have been depended for success upon their in- 
fluence with mercenary members. while the honost 
agents have stuck to such business as they could 
properly do, and have left pension matters in Con- 
gress to be taken care of by the members. Mr. 
Dudley says that while there are many of the 
thieving claim agents, there is a large pro- 
portion of them in this city and through- 
out the country who are not only hon- 
est, conforming _ strictly to the laws 
and practice of the Pension Bureau, but are 
men who do not misrepresent or take extortionate 
fees, or fees for which they cannot or do not ren- 
der service. It should be agratifying thing to learn 
that this is the fact, for there are now registered 
onthe books of the Pension Bureau the names of 
16,000 pension claim agents who are practicing be- 
fore it. The number of agents having places of bus- 
iness in this city has not yet been ascertained. The 
names of only 37 persons or firms engaged in the 
collection of claims appear in the District business 
directory. but that list is very incomplete. The 
Pension Bureau can furnish the list complete, and 
its appearance would prooably be almost as an- 
noying to the dishonest agents as the news that 
the thieves among them were to be no longer 
allowed to plunder soldiers or their families. 

District Attorney Corkiill, whose letter upon 
the subject was published to-day, is very anxious 
to be assisted in the fight against the robbers by 
every person who has suffered from the extortion- 
ate practices and misrepresentations of the 
agents. All soldiers who have received circulars 
from them, or paid them fees for services 
not rendered, or for promises of service 
they were unable to perform. are desired 
to report to Mr. Corkhill or Commissioner Dudley, 
inclosing the demands made by the agents and to 
state wnat amounts they have from time to time 
pels to the men with whom they filed their claims. 

his course will furrish the authorities with the 
information upon which they can go before the 
Grand Jury to ask for the indictment of the men 
who bave clearly exceeded the law. 

Several additional names of agents have been 
sent to-day by Commisioner Dudley to Secretary 
Teller, with the recommendation that they be sus- 
pended, and it is probable that another list will be 
made out to-morrow. Two of these firms are 
among the most prominent ones in the country. 
They employ many persons, send out lying 
circulars by the cord, and the bureau is 
provided with evidence of the shamefaced 
manner in which they have dunned their 
unfortunate clients, accompanying their demands 
for money with threats to have the cases concerned 
postponed or dropped, when the agents had no 
power to prevent the approval of a claim once 
filed. The evidence against some of the men rec- 
ommended for suspension is believed to be con- 
clusive. One case is that of a deceased soldier's 
mother, who writes to the Commissioner of 
Pensions: “Something over @ year ago I re- 
ceived a letter from N. W. Fitzgerald & Co., 
pension attorneys at Washington, stating that 
there were many who were entitled 10 pensions 
that were not aware of that fact. I answered bim 
and he sent me a blank to fill out. stating the case, 
I gave him a full statement that my husband, 
though in feeble health, had several thousand dol- 
lars’ worth of property at the time of my son's de- 
cease: that my husband died in 1875, but that he 
had left me some means. Fitzgerald informed 
me that I had a good claim. and at various 
times afterward he called on me through the 
mails for money. I sent him $10, but having been 
informed by anattorney of this town that Fitz- 
gerald was misleading me I write to know whether 
I bave any claim or not.”” The woman has been 
informed that she has no claim, and that a plainer 
case of swindling could not be conceived. 

Another is that of a father whose claim was pre- 
sented by E. H. Gelston & Co. and rejected by the 
office. Shortly afterward the same claim was 
filed in the name of the mother. This operation 
netted Gelston two fees, the second one be- 
in downright robbery, of course, as the 
rejection of the father’s claim closed the 
ease. Commissioner Dudley is determined 
to make a clean sweep, now that the work has 
begun. He has had a eircular printed inquiring of 
applicants for pensions the amount of fee paid to 
the attorney in the case, the terms upon which it 
is being collected, and any,other circumstance 
worthy ot mention. A copy. will be mailed to 
every applicant on the office jist, and the replies 
will show the methods of all practicing attorneys.

KILLED WITH A LINCHPIN. 
A CARPENTER ACCUSED OF MURDERING A 
FARMER FOR HIS MONEY. 

Des Moines, Oct. 24.—Last Wednesday 
Jonn Peterson, a Norwegian farmer, living near 
Sheedahl, was reported as having been killed by 
falling from his wagon while driving home. The 
Coroner’s inquest has developed a case of murder. 
On Wednesday, it is stated, a carpenter, whose 
name is not yet ascertained, finished a job for 


Peterson, who drove to Sneedahl with him, where 
the afternoon was spent in drinking. After dark 
Peterson started home, the carpenter going back a 
short distance to geta betterroad. According to 
his story. he saw Peterson fall out just after he 
had left him, and he returned, lifted Peterson in, 
and drove him to his home, but hurried away, with 
a brief explanation. 

It now appears that the carpenter secured a 
linchpin while in Sheedanhl, and the autopsy shows 
that Peterson’s breast was crushed by some biunt 
weapon. The muddy ground where the carpenter 
left Peterson shows foot-prints fitting his leading 
up to where he reached the wagon again, anda 
little further on, where the team stopped and 
Peterson feli out, thesame boot marks were found 
by the roadside. Peterson’s money, about $309, 
is missing, and the murder seems to have been 
done for robbery. The carpenter is now under 
arrest, and there are threats of mob violence.

ST. LOUIS SWITCHMEN INDICTED. 

Sr. Louris, Mo., Oct. 24.—Sixty-three of the 
leaders in the late switchmen’s strike have been 
indicted by the St. Clair County Grand Jury at 
Belleville. Ill. The charge is conspiracy, except as 
against the most prominent ones, against whom 


three or feur indictments each have been found. 
They are not only charged with conspiracy but 
with intimidating and threatening and assaulting 
the men who took the places of the strikers. Five 
arrests were made to-night, two in East St. Louis 
and three in this city. Those arrested are Wil- 
liam Wilson, Charles Joyce, Tony Ferrin- 
ger, William McLaughlin, and Michael Bra- 
zell. The last named _ is supposed _ to 
have been the chief organizer of the strike. The 
strikers to-night acknowledge their strike a failure, 
and are applying for their old piaces, but none of 
them are being taken back. News reached the 
city to-night that the switchmen at Kansas City 
bad concluded to strike to-morrow. There are 
also rumors of a strike on the Iron Mountain 
Road. If this proves true raijroad men say a gen- 
eral strike on all the roads leading out of here will 
likely follow.

INSURANCE LICENSES REVORED. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 24.—Uontroller-General 
Wright has signed an order revoking the licenses 
issued to several igsurance companies who havo 
been doing business in this State. They are the 
Star, of New-York; the Columbus Insurance and 
Banking Company, of Mississippi; the Western 
Assurance Company, of Canada; the City of Lon- 
don Insurance Company, of Englana; the New- 
England Mutual, of Massachusetts; the Pennsviva- 
nia Mutual, of Pennsylvania, and the Hartford An- 
nuity, of Conneeticut. The right todo business in 
the State is denied these companies beeavse they 
failed to make tothe Governor a semi-annual re- 
turn of thelr: condition as’ required by law. 
The statement should have been made July 
1. The Star, the Columbus Insurance 
and Banking Company and the City of London 
will probably withdraw from the State. The com- 
panies have deposits of $25.000 each with the State 
Treasurer, and they will not be permitted to move 
it until they nave satisfied the Treasurer that they 
have cancled all outstanding policies.

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GONE WITH H18 VICTIM'S FATHER. 
JOSEPH E, HURD ARRESTED FOR ENTICING 
A YOUNG GIRL FROM HOME. 


Boston, Oct. 24.—Joseph E. Hurd, who has 
called himself at different times Charies Edwin 
and Lynn Scott, was arrested in the corridors of 
the Post Office to-day, charged with enticing from 
her home in St. Louis Cornelia Lerrieux, a young 
girl of 17. The arrest was made at the instanee of 
the father of the girl, Jonn Lerneux, an old ex- 
pressman of St. Louis, who, ever since her disap- 


pearance in July last, has been endeavoring to find 
her and the man whom he charges took her away. 

According to Mr. Lerrieux’s story, Cornelia, aftes 
her graduation at one of the local seminaries of St, 
Louis, gave music lessons, and among her 
was the wife of Joseph E. Hurd. The girl was en- 
gaged to be married, and on her wedding day dis- 
appeared. Hurd ee at the same le 
and as the two were last seen going east it 
was concluded that they had eloped. ‘The father, 
an old man of 60, at once prepared to give chase, 
providing himself with a revoiver as part of bis 
traveling equipment. A description of the 
was sent to the Police Head-quarters of different 
cities, but nothing was heard about them until a 
letter was receivea from the girl dated simply 
New-York City. In this she stated that she had 
left St. Lonis of her own accord, asd that Hard 
was not and had not been witb ber. 

Mr. Lerrieux wrotein reply appealing letters to 
the girl to return, but the letters went to. the Dead 
Letter Office, as no address in New-York had been 
given him. Then photographsof the couple were 
sent to the New-York deteetives, and after a time 
word came that they had left New-York and were 
probably somewhere in the vicinity of this city. 
Then the father got another letter from his 
daughter saying she was living at the South End 
here. The authorities here were notified, and de- 
tectives were detailed to investigate. In time 
they found that a person answering the de- 
scription of Hurd was residing in Lynn. 
Word was sent to Mr. Lerrieux, who 
secured a requisition for Hurd from the Governor 
of Missouri, and with it and his revolvercame here. 
It was learned that the couple had arrived here in 
August and were married by Register Appollaino, 
from whom the necessary certificates were pro- 
cured, as the conditions were properly met, and he 
supposed everything to be all right. Since the 
marriage the couple have lived in Lynn, Hurd 
being employed in his old business of a sewimg- 
machine agent. 

Hurd was caught to-day through a decoy lettes 
at the Post Office, He was then takento the Cen 
tral Office, where he was much astonished by be 
Ing brought to face with Mr. Lerrieux. a 
prisoner was told of the charge against him, 
that the father of the girl was provided with the 
papers for his requisition. At first he was d 
to contest the matter in the courts here, bat 
finally concluded to go back to St. Louis with Mr. 
Lerrieux. He is about 35 years of age, and if the 
statements made about him are true, has had an 
extensive experience as a married man. Accord 
ing to Mr. Lerrieux he was originally from 
Mass., and was married therein 1873. His Low 
wife got a divorce from him, and in 1879 Hurd 
went to Texas, where he was married again. 
rade in St. Louis, he was married a third 
time. 

Mr. Lerrieux says he willjconduct Hurd safely 
back to St. Louis. ‘*I have a six-shooter with me.” 
he is reported as saying, ‘‘and will not use it un- 
less he attempts to get away or offers me violence. 
The law will do him full justice when he gets back 
to Missouri. Iam simply an officer now, and will 
do my duty as such.” The girl bas consented to 
return to her home.

REVENUE BARGES FOR NEW-YORK. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—Surveyor James L, 
Benedict, of New-York, was at the Treasury De- 
partment yesterday, having come to this city to 
urge upon the Revenue Marine Division the im- 
portance of providing a larger, stancher, and 
swifter barge for the use of the Customs officers in 


the port of New-York. Col. Clark. of the Rev- 
enue Marine, says that Surveyor Benedict 
presented some good reasons for the re- 
quest. He thinks the two tugs now in use 
at the barge ‘office are old and slow and that 
greater speed and safety should be in 
case it shall be decided to provide one or more 
new barges.

Henry Irving, tho famous English actor, 
came into Madison-Square Garden yesterday after- 
noon unknown to the throng present and unreo- 
ognized.

AGAINST THE ELEVATED ROADS. 

The suit of Dr. G. Fayette Taylor and an- 
other against the Metropolitan and Manhattan 
Elevated Railways to recover $25,000 was ended 
yesterday in the Superior Court, before Chief- 
Justices Sedgwick and a jury, with a verdict of 
$20,000. The plaintiffs sought to recover damages

CIFIO’S PROPOSED MORTGAGE. 
TWO SUITS BROUGHT TO PREVENT THE PRO- 
POSED ISsUE OF $20,000,000 or seconD 

MORTGAGE BONDS. 

A circular was issued Oct. 17 by the North- 
érn Pacific Railroad Company calling a meeting of 
the preferred stockbolders Nov. 20,to vr son a 
proposition to issue a second .sortgage of $20,000,- 
000, Judge O'Gorman, in the Superior Court, yes- 
terday, on application of Thomas Powell Fowler, 
of Dunning, Edsall, Hart & Fowler, who appeared 
for William H. Field, zranted a temporary injunc- 
tion and an order returnable Nov. 1, requiring the 
company and !ts Board of Directors to show cause 
why they should not be restrained from placing 
the mortgage on the property. 

Mr. Field owns 200 shares of preferred and 500 of 
common stock of Northern Pacific. In hiscomplaint 
he says that the charter of the company and a joint 
resolution of Congress, approved May 31, 1870, gave 


it the right to build its main line and one branch. 
It never was given the right to construct or possess 
any other lines. The charter authorized the com- 
pany to create a capital stock of $100,000,000, but 


Jon account of its immense land grant it was to issue 


no mortgage or construction bonds or lien except 
by consent of Congress. By the joint resolution of 
Congress the company was authorized to issue 
mortgage bonds to aid in the construction and 
equipment of its road. No further consent or au- 
thority.{the complaint says, to issue any bonds or 
make yA mortgage or lien has been given, and the 
plaintiff insists that it was the true intent and 
meaning of the resolution of Congress that the 
company sbould have the right to make only one 
mortgage. The complaint then outlines the 
financial history of the road and the reorganiza- 
tion proceedings, and states that when, in Sep em- 
ber, 1881, a sorip dividend of more than $4,600,000 
was declared on the preferred stock, it was assert- 
ed that the available means from the proceeds cf 
$40,000,000 of general first mortgage bonds and 
other sources would complete and equip the main 
line from Lake Superior to the Pacific Ocean be- 
fore the close of 1588. The defendants now pre- 
tend, says the complaint, that the company re- 

uires additional means to the amount of between 

15,000.000 and $20,000,000. The plaintiff believes 
the means already provided to be sufficient, and 
that the additional sum which the defendants’seek 
to raise may be intended to be used by them in aid 
of various collateral undertakings and enterprises 
in which the company has been involved in the at- 
tempt to construct, equip, and control for it, 
through other corporations managed by the Direc- 
tors of the Northern Pacifie, a number of braneh 
lines and terminal facilities in which the company 
bad no right to engage. 

Among the corporations referred to is the Ore- 
gon and Transcontinental Company, of which 
Henry Villard, the President of the Northern Pa- 
cific. is also President. In the first annual report 
of the Transcontinental Company, says the com- 
plaint, one of the objects was stated to be “to ac- 
quire and hold a controlling interest in the stocks 
of the Northerr Pacific and Oregon Railway and 
Navigation Companies.’’ Another object stated 
was to bring about the actual construc- 
tion under ownership of local companies 
organized for the purpose of branch lines. 
The Transcontinental Company, says the com- 
plaint, had in July last acquired 162,792 shares of 
thé common and 151,800 shares of the preferred, or 
nearly 35 per cent. of the existing stock of the 
Northern Pacific Company, and claimed, in its 
second annual report, that the holding 
was sufficient for the continued control of 
the company. ‘The Northern Pacific, being 
under the control of the Transcontinental, has be- 
come interested in schemes never contemplated or 
authorized by its oharter. When the company 
was confined to its legitimate and authorized pur- 
poses, Mr. Field says, the stock was a favorite in- 
vestmen: with the public and constantly growing 
in market value. Since it passed under control of 
the Transcontinental Seen. and especially 
since it became known that ite Directors 
intended to make so large an increase in its 
funded debt, the market value of the stock has suf- 
ered an alarming depreciation. The proposed 
mortgage will have precedence, it is asserted, over 
the rights of stockholders, and will indefinitely 
pestpone the payment of dividends on the stock. 
The plaintiff claims that the company has no law- 
ful authority to issue the bonds or secure them 
by a mortgage without the consent of Congress, 
and prays that the court will so decree. He also 
asks that the defendants shall render an account 
showing what use has been made of the money 
heretofore received, likewise showing the present 
finapcial condition of the company, in ofder that 
it may be determined what further amount. if any, 
. needed to construct and equip the main line and 

ranch. 

Ex-State Senator John J. Bradley, proprietor of 
the stables at Fourth-avenue and Eighteenth- 
street, yesterday served notice through Anderson 
& Man, his attorneys, on the officers and Directors 
of the Northern Pacific Company, of his intention 
to prosecute an action to restrain them from exe- 
cuting the proposed second mortgage. The de- 
fendants were given 20 days in which to make an- 
swer. Mr. Bradley isthe owner of 200 shares of 
the common stock of the company. The allega- 
tions of the plaintiff are mainly the same ;as those 
inthe complaint of Mr. Field. He says that the 
present corporation is the successor of the one 
created by an act of Congress passed July 2, 1864, 
bearsthe same name, and is entitled to the same 
rights and franchises as granted to the previous 
one, butto no others. The tenth section of the 
act of incorporation says: ‘No mortgage or con- 
struction bonds shall ever be issued by said com- 
pany on said road, or mortgage or lier made in 
any Way except by consent of the Congress of the 
United States.”” The plaintiff says the proposed 
mortgage would be a cloud on his title and impair 
the value of his stock. He asks that the company 
be - anaes from making any furiher mortgage 
or lien. 

At the office of the company it was declared that 
Mr. Bradley caused the stock to be transferred to 
him Saturday in order to enabie him to begin the 
action. It was claimed that the act of 1870 was 
authority for the proposed mortgage as well as the 
present first mortgage. Mr. Villard said: ‘*Go 
back to the proceedings of Congress for 1870 and 
you will find the law authorizing the issue.” A 
lawyer said if the proposed issue were declared 
illegal it would invalidate the first mortgage.

It was decided that here- 
after the bonds of the Cleveland, Columbus, Cin- 
cinnati, and Indianapolis Railway shall be desig- 
nated on the stock-list as foliows: Those stamped 
as released from sinking fund provisions to be 
called consolidated mortgage bonds. Those with- 
out stamp to be called consolidated mortgage 
sinking fund bonds. The latter may be stamped 
“ released” on presentation to the United States 
Trust Company. 

Mortgage bonds Nos. 1 to 6,676, inclusive, of the 
Chesapeake, Ohio and South-western Railroad 
Company were placed on the regular list. These 
bonds are for $1,000 each, dated Jan. 28, 1882, and 
due Aug. 1, 1911. They will bear interest at the 
rate of 5 per cent. per annum until Aug. 1, 1887, 
and 6 percent. thereafter. The mortgage secur- 
ing the first series of bonds covers the railroad 
*“petween Louisville and Memphis, about 400 miles, 
and all interest in the Cecilian Branch, and is is- 
sued at the rate of $19,000 per mile. The mortgage 
to secure the seeond series covers the same prem- 
ises, and is fora gross amount of $4,250,000, or at 
the rate of $11,000 per mile. 
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HOUSATONIC ROAD’S TAXES. 
BRIDGEPORT, Oct. 24.—What proportion of 
the taxes of the Housatonic Railroad shall be paid 
to the State of Connecticut was the question at 
iesue to-day before Railroad Commissioner John 
M. Bacon, of Danbury; ex-Judge Lynde Harrison, 


of Guilford, and the Hon. Oliver Hoyt, of Stam- 
ford, asacommittee. The hearing was appointed 
by the Legislature, and took place in the com- 
pavy’'s office in this city. The amount involved is 
nearly $100,000. By Connecticut statute, a tax 
of 1 per cent. on the funded and floating 
indebtedness of railroads and the market value of 
stock is imposed. When a railroad lies partly in 
this State and partly out, the tax is made propor- 
tionate to the number of miles lying in Conneet!- 
cut. The Housatonic Railroad Company has per- 
petua!l leases of three roads in Massachueetts, 
the Berkshire, the Pi'tsfield, and the State 
Line. When the present mode of taxing 
railroads was adopted, the Board of Equalization 
determined that the Housatenic Company owned 
the Massachusetts lines and compelled it to pay 
seventy-four-one hundred-and-twenty-fourths of 1 
~~ cent. upon its indebtedness. When Gov. Hub- 

ard held the Exeoutive chair he determined that 
the company did not own them in a legal sense 
and sought to compel the payment of the full tax. 
The Supreme Court upheld him, but expreased the 
opinion that the exaction was unjust, so far as the 
debt of the road was created by expenditures in 
Massachusetts, and suggested an appeal to the Le- 
gislature. The committee's object is to ascertain 
the amount of deductions for this ceuse in pursu- 
ance of action taken by the Legislature. A further 
hearing will be held on Nov. 13.

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ROBBED AT A HOTEL DOOR. 


MR. CARTER UNABLE TO TELL HOW HE LOST 

HIS WATCH AND HAD HIS NOSE BROKEN. 

** Commodore” Thomas Carter, of Moriches 
and No. 319 West Nineteenth-street, was found ly- 
ing in a pool of blood at 7 o’cleck yesterday morn- 
ing in the inclosure formed by the storm doors of 
the side entrance in Fifteenth-street to the West 
Side Hotel. His nose was broken and he was un- 
conscious. He recovered at the New-York Hos- 
pital and discovered that he had been robbed of 
his watch and chain. The theory of the police 
is that he was robbed by some ruffians he met in 
a saloon at Nineteenth-street and Eighth-avenue. 
Mr. Carter was discovered by an employe of the 
hotel who opened the inside door of the Fifteenth- 
street entrance. He lay curled up as if asleep. He 
wore fashionable clothes, and a tall! silk hat, the 
nap of which was unruffled, was nearhim. The 


employe thought that an “overtaken” gentleman 
had vainly endeavored to ring the night-bell and 
had fallen asleep. When he raised Mr. Carter and 
saw the blood he thought he had been murdered. 
Mr. Carter revived, and his first thought was to re- 
quest the polieeman called not to Jet the affair be- 
come public. Mr. Carter was able to reach the 
New-York Hospital, with the officer’s assistance, 
and Dr. Robertson attended him and entered on 
the accident bock a record that Mr. Carter’s nose 
was broken, and that he euffered from alcoholism. 
At noon Mr. Carter had so far recovered that his 
wish to be sent home wascomplied with. Just be- 
fore leaving the hospital be discovered that his 
watch and chain had been stcien. The wateh was 
one he carried when he ran any risk of having his 
come picked, and it was not worth more than 


Mr. Carter is 60 years old, but be is very active 
and does not appear to be more than about 45 
years old. Heis well known in society, and he 
lives when in town with his unfortunate cousin, 
Mr. Charles E. Delaplaine, a gentleman of fortune 
whose reason has been impaired for some time. 
Mr. Carter's only business venture was ten years 
ago, when he went inte the cotton storage busi- 
ness *‘ just to see how he would like it.” He did 
not like it, and has since as before his venture led 
a life of elegant leisure. Last nignt he 
had entirely recovered from the shock due 
to his injury and talked about his ad- 
venture. Je had dined Tuesday night 
at the New-York Hotel, and had, perhaps, taken a 
little too much wine. He was belated, and on 
reaching home failed to arouse anyone. Hoping 
that later on be would be able to wake some one 
up, he went to a liquor saloon at Nineteenth-street 
and Eighth-avenue, and remarked that he excited 
the interest of two hard-looking fellows. He went 
again to No. 349 West Nineteenth-street, and not 
obtaining admission started to look for a hotel. 
His memory as to what occurred after he left 
Nineteenth-street and Eighth-avenue is entirely at 
fault. He supposes that the blow he received took 
away his recollection. He was hardly tipsy 
when he left the saloon, and his theory 
is that he knew what he was about 
and went toward the West Side Hotel to get a 
room. He does notremember that he was struck, 
but the hospital surgeon agrees with him that his 
nose was broken by a blunt instrument, which cut 
a triangular wound at the point where the nose 
joins the forehead. Such a wound could hardly 
have been received by falling without injary to one 
eye or both eyes, the forehead.orthechin. Where 
the blow was struck Mr. Carter is at a loss to-de- 
términe. His clothes were not wet, and there 
were no rain-spots on his hat, although when he 
was found it had been raining fer some time. 

Mr. Carteris of the opinion that he was struck 
and robbed inside the storm-doors of the hotel. 
The robbers were evidently in a hurry, asthey tore 
off and dropped, inside the storm-doors, a bundle 
of charms attached to the watch-chain, and ever- 
looked an emerald and diamund ring on his left 
hand. No attempt was made to search his pock- 
ets, as he found intact asum of money which he 
carried in his waistcoat pocket and a few dollars 
in change, which were in another pocket.

GOOD CONTESTS AT THEIR FIRST ANNUAL 
TOURNAMENT.

Plunge traps were used, and the rules were those 
of the State Association. Shooting in the first con- 
test began at 9 A. M., Abel Crook acting as referee 
and N. Cook and J. N. Senioras judges. Out of 
the 42 entries, 87 qualified in three classes. John 
Schiiemapn, of the Coney Island Rod and Gun 
Club, won first prize in class A,a pair of silver 
vases, value $45; C. W. Wingert, of the Fountain 
Club, took second, a partridge panel and $5 cash. In 
class B, Dr. Powell, of the Glenmore Club, carried 
off the first prize, a field glass, worth $35, while Dr.

SYMPATHY WITH NEWS-DRALERAS. 

At the meeting of the Board of Aldermen 
yesterday the Committee on Streets, to which was 
referred the resolution authorizing the Heraid to 
erect news-stands near the vurious elevated rail- 
road stations, submitted a long report, which was 


laid over. The report gave a history of the va- 
rious scales of prices adopted by the //erald, The 
reduction from 4 to 3 cents, the committee says, 
was not « business success. Concerning the re- 
cent reduction to 2 cents to the public and 1 2-8 
cents to the news-dealers, the report says 
there are 2,000 news-dealers in the City 
who sell an average of 150 newspapers each per 
day. “If all the papers,’’ says the report, “ fol- 
lowed the liberal and generous policy of the 
Herald, and permitted them to make the profit of 
one-third of a cent per copy, they would at the 
end of the week of six working days realize the 
munificent sum of $3. To earn this amount they 
would be compelled not only to sell every paper 
of the 150, but to receive every penny due for the 
sale of each paper.’’ As a matter of necessity, 
the committee finds, the dealers cannot live on 
the sale of morning papers, and have to add other 
journals to their lists. The average earnings of 
news-dealers are put at $10 per week of seven 
days. The committee thinks it is not surprising 
that the news-dealers rebelled against the Herald's 
reduction, and the report tells how Mr. Bennett 
was to spend hundreds of thousands of dollars to 
crush the dealers, and how municipal autnority 
was to be called to his aid by the resolution per- 
mitting him to erect news-stands all over the City. 
In conclusion, the committee, consisting of Messrs. 
Sheehy, Foley, Smith, and M. Duffy, reeommena 
that the resolution be not adopted. 
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A DANGEROUS OFFICER AT PATERSON. 
William McCloud was dismissed from the 
Paterson police force last week for keeping a licuor 
saloon, where he was in the habit of dispensing 


liquor and then pony J the people who got 
drunk, The Grand Jury aleoindicted him for as- 
sault and battery on his wife, but when Sheriff 
Cox went after him he jumped out of a back win- 
aow, drove two miles in a hack to a railroad sta- 
tion, and came to this City. Yesterday afternoon 
the Sheriff met him in Paterson, and attempted to 
arrest him, when McCloud seized him by the neck 
and made a gesture as iftodraw a pistol from a 
hip pocket. William Dutcher was passing at the 
time, and he stepped forward to the rescue 
of the Sheriff, who was getting black in his 
face from his choking McCloud gave Dutcher 
such a furious blow as to solit his lip open 
and send him to the sidewalk.

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THE EXPENSES OF CLERICAL DELEGATES— 
TRUSTEES OF THE SEMINARY NAMED. 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 24.—The nineteenth 

day's session of the General Convention of the 


Protestant Episcopal Church was opened to-day | 


with prayer by the Rey. William S. Langford, D. Regiment Association begins on Saturday evening, 


D., of New-Jersey, and the Rev. Daniel C. Roberts, 
o« New-Hampshire. The House of Deputies was 
calleé to order by the President, the Rey. Dr. 
Beardsley. The Committee on the State of the 
Church presented a report through the Rev. Dr. 
Hills. It began by referring to the establishment 
in this country of the American branch of the 
Anglican Church, and stated that there are at 
Present in the Protestant Episcopal Church of the 
Unitea States 48 dioceses, 15 missionary jurisdic- 
tions, 67 bishops, 2,500 other clergy, 3,00) organized 
parishes, and more than 853,000 communicants. 
Since the last meeting of the convention four 
Bishops had died, viz.: The Right Rev. Bisnop 
Atkinson, of North Carolina; the Right Rev. Bishop 
Kerfoot, of Pittsburg; the Right Rev. Bishop Tal- 


bot, of Indiana, and the Right Rev. Bishop Pinck- 
ney, of Maryland. Two foreign missiouary Bishops 
had resigned their jurisdictions, viz.: The Right 
Rev. Bishop Penick, of Cape Palmas, and the Right 
Rev. Bishop Schereschewsky, of China. Eight 
clergymen had been elevated to the episcopate. 
The report referred tothe inadequate number of 
candidates for holy orders, and called special at- 
Solon to the work of the Church Temperance 

The Committee on Expenses presented resolu- 
tions that in future each diocese should previde 
for the expenses of its Bishop and clerical Deputies 
attending the convention, and also that no portion 
of the personal expenses should be borne by the 
parishes or people of the city in which the sessions 
are held. 

The Rey. Dr. Adams, of Wisebnsin. moved as 
an amendment that the church of any city in 
which the General Convention meets be requested 
to provide hospitality for one Bishop and one 
clergyman from each diocese and no more. 

The Rev. Dr. McVickar, of Pennsylvania, said it 
was a fact, whether or not it was desired to be pro- 
claimed abroad, that the convention was begging 
for # place of meeting. It seemed to him like tax- 
ation without representation when the church is 
called on to pay for the entertainment of the Depu- 
ties. It would be a grand thing for the convention 
to go where the church is weak instead of strong. 
Ten cents apiece would raise $35,000, and that did 
not seem to be a very heavy taxation. 

The Rev. Dr. Perkins, of Kentucky, moved as an 
amendment that an annual collection be made in 
the different parishes, and that the amount be de- 
posited with the Treasurer of the House of Depu- 
ties for distribution in proportion to their expenses 
among the Bishops and clerical members. 

The Rey. Dr. McVickar moved as a substitute 
that the expenses of the sessions of the convention 
be met by an assegement on each diocese propor- 
tionate to the number of communicants in each 
diocese. A vote was taken which resulted in the 
rejection of the substitute of the Rev. Dr. Mo- 
Vickar and the amendments of the Rey. Dr. Per- 
kins and the Rev. Dr. Adams. The report of the 
Committee on Expenses was then adopted. 

The Rey. Dr. Beatty, of Kansas, from the Com- 
mittee on Unfinished Business, reported recom- 
mending that, the House of Bishops concurring, 
the House adjourn Friday evening, Oct. 26, after 
reading the pastoral letter. The report was 
agreed to. 

The Rev. Dr. Leeds, from the Committee to 
Nominate Trustees of the General Theological 
Seminary, offerea the following, which was 
adopted: The Rev. Dr. Herman Dyer, the Rev. Dr.

THE TAXATION OF JERSEY RAILROADS. 

A mass-meeting of tax-payers and non- 
partisans was held last night at the Catholic In- 
stitute, Jersey City, Judge John A. Blair presiding. 
Resolutions favoring the eleetion of Jonathan 
Dixon, the Republican candidate for Governor, 


were adopted. The meeting was addressed by Mr.

Pork for this 
year closed 15 cents lower at #10 40 bid for Novem- 
ber, while January sold up 1246 cents under avery 
good demand, then declined 22% cents, and 
closed 6 cents less than the previous day at $10 923¢ 
bid. Ribs closed 10 cents higher on the near deliv- 
eries, at $6 80 bid for October, but 1v cents lower for 
January, at $5 60. There was little doing in anythin 
during the last two hours. A fair shipping deman 
was reported. he October lard squeeze seemed 
have collapsed, with all the shorts filled by others 
than the men who had hoped to profit by it. They 
held up the market while packers sold the month's 
production, and a few hoiders outside had a chance 
to seud in consignments in time for delivery. 

On the afternoon call January pork declined 
5 cents and lard % cents, while other articles 
were a shade easier.

ANTI-BUILER DEMOCRATS. 


It seems, after all, that there is a respecta- 
ble remnant of the Democratic Party in 
Massachusetts with courage enough to give 
expression to the revolt of their decent in- 
stincts against the re-election ef Gov. Bur- 
LER. They havedetermined for themsélves 
and those whom they may be able to influ- 
ence to do what they can to free the 
party from ‘‘ the charge of supporting cahdi- 
dates who have lowered the standard of po- 
litical morality.”’ Five years ago, when 
Burt er first captured the Democratic Con- 
vention, these ‘‘silver-tops’’ of the party 
openly revolted and put up Judge Jostan G. 
ABBOTT as their own candidate. Their 
strength, as exhibited at the election of that 
year, was measured by 10,162 votes. The 
year following they again nominated 
a candidate of their own in_ the 
person of Mr. Jonn Qvincy Apams, 
and he received 9,989 votes. One 
year later BuTLER let the party alone, and it 
united on Coar.es P. THompson, who had 
once beaten the Lowell ‘‘statesman’’ when 
running for Congress asa Republican, but 
he fell more than 50,000 short of an election. 
The next year THomMPson was nominated 
again, and,gon a much lighter vote, was 
defeated by more than 40,000. After this 
experience the Massachusetts Democrats 
concluded to swallow BuT.LeEr, or to let him 
swallow them, and Judge ABsort presided 
over the convention which nominated him. 
Neither the highly respectable LevEREtr 
SALTONSTALL, nor the usually outspoken 
JOHN Quincy. ApAms, nor the valiant 
Cartes P. THompson made any protest. 
Owing to a peculiar combination of circum- 
stances BuTLER was elected, and the united 
Democracy professed to be jubilant. 

Massachusetts has had one year of BuTLER 
in the position which he had long striven to 
attain. It is evident that those Republicans 
who felt reckless and were willing to see 
what he would do, or who were dissatisfied 
and let the election go by default, have had 
more than enough of his ‘“ administrative 
acts and eccentricities;’’ and the disgust of 
the ‘‘silver-tops,”’ old and young, has 
reached such a pitch that they can stand him 
no longer. An effort was made to re- 
tain them by nominating FREDERICK 
O. Prince, ex-Mayor of Boston, and 
Secretary of the Democratic National 
Committee, for Lieutenant-Governor, but 
Mr. Prince did not like the company into 
which he was thrust in his absence and de- 
clined. The State Committee then pitched 
upon the son of Judge AssotrT for the 
place, and he not only refuses it, but de- 
clares that he will not support Bur Ler. 
Just at the same moment appears the ap- 
peal to the Democratic voters of Massachu- 
setts signed by Jonn Quincy Apams, Lev- 
ERETT SALTONSTALL, two Harvard Pro- 
fessors, and a number of other eminent and 
highly respectable Democrats, calling upon 
them to join in an effort to defeat BuTLER’s 
re-election. Surely ‘‘ the whirligig of time 
brings in his revenges’’ for these persons of 
wayward respectability. 

This movement would be ominous for 
Bouter if it were not evident that he had 
already defeated his own hopes and pros- 
pects. The Republicans alone could beat 
him in spite of such renegades as ex-Collec- 
tor Simmons and his fellows, for they are 
aroused and will show their full strength at 
the polls. But this revolt of the respectable 
Democrats will probably take away from 
the candidate at least the number of 
votes that were given to Asspotr and 
to Apams, and give some part of them 
to Roprnson. Borer has overshot him- 
self. His scandalous administration was bad 
enough, but his conduct of the present can- 
vass is worse. He has been appealing with 
utter recklessness of truth and decency to 
the ignorance and passion and prejudice of 
which he was tolerably secure in the first 
place. He has proceeded on the assump- 
tion that these are the controlling forces 
in Massachusetts politics, and has there- 
by aroused the intelligence, respect- 
ability, and pride of the State against him. 
He has ventured ‘‘like little wanton boys 
that swim on bladders’’ for a singie Sum- 
mer in a seaof glory. He has had a splash- 
ing time of it, but there are many indica- 
tions that his high-blown pride will break 
under him when the November returns are 
in, and leave him at the mercy of a rude 
stream which, however, will probably not 
forever hide him. However serenely he 
may thereafter ‘‘ bob up,’’ he will doubtless 
have measured the full height of his politi- 
cal success, Not even the third party for 
which he has been cautiously casting about 
of late will be able to rescue him from the 
wreck of his swimming venture. 


WILL MR. COX BE SPEAKER? 

Congressman Cox’s buoyant hopefulness 
does not desert him. CARLISLE, he thinks, 
is stronger than RANDALL in the Speaker- 
ship contest, and he is stronger than both. 
He is ‘‘sure’’ of New-York, Ohio, Michi- 
gan, Iowa, Indiana, California, and 
‘‘several other States.’’ The Democrats 
might easily make a worse choice for 
Speaker than Mr. Cox, but we fear that the 
sunshine in his own joyous nature has 
blinded his eyes to the fact that in the hearts 
of men less amiable and forgiving old 
grudges sometimes lie concealed for years 
until the cause of their being has been 
well-nigh forgotten, and then flame up 
for a vindictive paying off. sf Mr. Cox 
has allowed the manifold occupations of a 
busy public life to drive from his mind all 
recollection of his zealous advocacy of Mr. 
Joun Keviy'’s candidacy for the Governor- 
ship in 1879, we hope he will pause now to 
recall his course in that three-cornered con- 
test and to consider the probable effect upon

Roninson’’ as a consumma- 
tion worth laboring for, and covered Boss 
McLavuGuuitn’s delegates in the State Con- 
vention with sarcasm in these terms: ‘“* If 
Kings County were not wedded to thrifty 
commercial parties for local reasons we 
might well have been allowed to sit with 
them as the negotiable delegates whose hired 
substitutes stocked the convention and gave 
to their fresh, good butter of the country its 
oleomargarine taste, substance, and quality. ”’ 

What will Mr. Asram 8. Hewrrt say 
when he is asked to vote for Mr. Cox in the 
Democratic caucus? What will be the 
course of Mr. Lucrus Rosinson’s good 
friend Jonn Arwnor, of the Twenty-ninth 
District, when he is invited to support for 
the Speakership a gentleman who called 
Mr. Roxptnson “ obnoxious” and helped de- 
feathim? And how will Perry Betmont, 
**Richelieu’’ Ropinson, FeLrx Camps, 
Watvo Horcarxs, WittiamM F. Roeers, 
and other Democratic Congressmen not in 
close fellowship with Tammany govern 
themselves in this Speakership contest? 

Mr. TILDEN, apparently, is in favor of 
Mr. RanpDALL, and Mr. Tr.DEn, we believe, 
still has considerable influence among the 
politicians of his party in this State.

THE TROUBLES OF THE DEMOCRACY 


There are many and substantial reasons 
why the County Democracy should object 
to supporting Grapy, the silver-tongued 
orator of Tammany, for renomination in the 
Sixth Senatorial District. Indeed, it would 
be difficult to find in all the following of 
Tammany a single man so objectionable to 
an anti-Tammany organization as Mr. 
Grapy is. It was Senator Grapy who led 
the opposition against Gov. CLEVELAND 
last Winter as soon as it was found that the 
Governor would not give Tammany the 
lion’s share of the spoils. With a fine af- 
fectation of humility, the Tammany lead- 
ers said that they wanted only recog- 
nition. They did not demand any 
considerable share of the _ spoils. 
But it turned out that Tammany did expect 
a great deal. Tammany was disappointed, 
and the climax of disaffection was reached 
when the Governor nominated Mr. Murra 
as Commissioner of Immigration. Then it 
was that Senator Grapy, speaking for Joun 
Kewty and Tammany Hall, assaulted Gov. 
CLEVELAND in a speech of great virulence 
and venom. Senator Grapy said that the 
nomination was a favor or recognition to 
a@ partisan supporter of the Governor, in- 
tended to pay for partisan services rendered. 
And when the Governor sent a message to 
the Senate referring to the failure to confirm 
his nomination, Mr. Grapy characterized 
the message as ‘‘an insult to the dignity of 
a legislative body.’’ Mr. Murrwa was stig- 
matized as ‘‘a lame nominee,’’ and the Gov- 
ernor as ‘‘his political boss,’’ in place of 
McLaveuurn. During the delivery of that 
celebrated speech Mr. Grapy lashed himsclf 
into a fury, and he spared no epithets with 
which to express his detestation of Gov. 
CLETELAND. 

When it came to renominating Grapy, 
this year, Irving Hall and the County De- 
mocracy swore roundly that they would not 
support a man who bad abused the Govern- 
or and had been a ‘‘kicker’’ whenever the 
interests of a harmonized Democracy were 
concerned. Irving Hall nominated ‘‘ Tim’”’ 
CAMPBELL and boldly defied the power of 
Tammany. This bold challenge terrified 
Mr. Husert O. Tuompson, Mr. Epwarp 
Cooper, and other leaders of the County 
Democracy, who pleaded for peace and har- 
mony even at the sacrifice of manhood and 
self-respect. Meantime the Democratic lead- 
ers had agreed that the seven Senatorial dis- 
tricts of the City should be divided so as 
to give three to Tammany, three to the 
County Democracy, and one to Irving 
Hall. The nomination of CAMPBELL in 


the Sixth District deranged the programme, |

The latter also 
wear frock coats and cocked hats, modeled 
on those worn by ABRAHAM, ISAAC, and 
Jacos, and their idea of imitating the 
patriarchal customs of the three illustrious 
Hebrews is to give balls at the Academy 
of Music. The Odd-fellow who is a Patri- 
arch should be, and undoubtedly is, satisfied 
that he is the oddest of all possible fellows, 
and this conviction must be a pleasant one, 
judging from the fact that there are at pres- 
ent fully 40,000 Patriarchs in the United 
States. 

For some not very clear reason the Odd- 
fellows who are not Patriarchs dislike 
those who are, and the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge of Odd-fellows has just ordered all 
its subordinates to cease to be Patriarchs, 
and has assured them that in case of re- 
fusal they will be expelled from Odd- 
fellowship. This effort to crush the 
Patriarchs may possibly succeed, but 
in all probability it will result in 
the establishment of anew society in op- 
position to the Odd-fellows. The new soci- 
ety might be called the Eccentric Persons, 
and from its numbers would be drawn re- 
cruits for the Society of Patriarchs.

If he wants to save money 
enough to give himself a funeral he be- 
comes a Knight of Pythias, or a Druid, or 
a Forester, while if he merely wants to pass 
an occasional evening in the social chewing 
of tobacco he joins any one of a dozen 
other secret societies. 

Americans are apt to smile when they read 
of the terrible purposes ascribed by the 
European Conservatives to European Free- 
masons. The idea that a Freemason can be 
dangerous to anything except a supper-table 
seems very absurd to us. A secret society 
Europe is, however, a very different 
We have 
so many secret societies that it is rather a 
distinction not to belong to one. If the same 
freedom was allowed in Europe to every 
one who might want to join a secret society 
that is allowed here, the European Free- 
masons would beas mild and innocuous as 
our own, and even the Pope would smile at 
the quarrel petween the Odd-fellows and

THE BROOKLYN PROHIBITIONISTS. 


PRES oy EY 
DETERMINED TO PROVE THEIR STRENGTH. 

The Prohibition Party in Brooklyn is thor 
oughly organized and intends to make a sturdy 
fight for the office of Mayor, for which it has put 
in nomination the Hon, C, C. Leigh. Mr, Leigh 
was very hopeful when a Trmzs reporter saw 
him yesterday afternoon. He is a venerable gen- 
tleman who has passed his life in advocating total 
abstinence, and whose eyes, as he is speaking on 
the subject of the dram-shop, reflect the earnest- 
hess of an honest heart. ~ * 

We believe,” be said, when askea to outline the 
purposes of his party in Brooklyn, “ that the dram- 
shop is a sin against God and a crime against 
and that, as it is established 
by law, it can only be overthrown by 
the votes of the people. Hence our re- 
ligion and our “oy! impel us to declare 
toat the <-shop, which is now protected by law, 
must go by law. We propose in Brooklyn to put 
our tickets, with proper circulars, in every house 
in the city, appealing to the inmates o every 
house—those who can vote and those who cannot 
—to work for the ticket. In the circular I shall 
appeal to the mothers and sisters of the city, who 
sometimes do more effective work than the men 
themselves at the polls. I shail tell them that, 
while every mother of the African race, as she 
lulis her babe to sleep,can bless God that it can never 
be a slave, neither she nor other mothers can be 
assured, under our present laws, that their chil- 
dren will not become slaves to the dram-shop. Wo 
shall send these circulars to all the preachers and 
leading men of the churches, and to all instruct- 
ors in the city, entreating them to vote down the 
ae What the result will be, of course, we 
are unable to tell, but we feel sure that we shall 
make a good beginning, from which incalculable 
good wiil come in the future.” 

** You do not, then, expect to be elected Mayor 
of Brooklyn on the Prohibition ticket?” 

“Lam not willing to say that I do not expect to 
be elected,”’ was the answer. “ We believe that if 
we call outa respectable vote, which we .can do 
by hard work, the Republicans will make up their 
minds that the temperance folks are not to ut 
off by promises alone any longer, and that if they 
are defeated by our efforts in the next election 
they will see the wisdom or coming to us and ask- 
ing us what we want. We are honest in avowing 
our purposes. We are trying to defeat the Repub- 
lican Party here in Brooklyn, so.that we may drive 
rum out of it and make a prohibition party of 
it, which it should have been long ago. It 
destroyed the slavery of the body, and will live 
forever in the grandest pages of history for that one 
achievement.

TESTING COLOR- BLINDNESS, 


DR. JEFFERIES’S 
THEORY AND EXPERIMENTS. 

Dr. B. Joy Jefferies, of Boston, lectured last 
night to the members of the Boafd of Steam Nayvi- 
gation on color-blindness and its practical relation 
to maritime pursuits. He said that he was the 
only person who understood the subject, and that 
consequently it was a fight between one man and 
sixty million people. The lecturer showed that 
the eye had two senses—one of form and one of 


color. Greater perfeetion of vision was required 
for form than for color, hence the advantage of 
having color signals, as being more easily dis- 
tinguished. What was called the “ complemen- 
tary after-image”’ explained many of the extraor- 
dinary “hard-swearing” references to the color sig- 
nals, as the audience was shown that after gazing 
for along time on a green light, and then turning 
away for a moment, a red light was seen in its place, 
and must inevitably be seen. Color-blind people 
failed to see red and green, which tothem appeared 
as gray. Four per cent. of men all over the worid 
were color blind, while only a quarter per cent. of 
women were subject to the defect. Color-blind- 
ness was congenital, might exist in only one eye, 
and was absolutely incurable. Mistakes in colors 
were less likely to be made ig an artificial light 
than in daylight. Color-blindness mignt be caused 
by injury, disease, or chronic poisoning by alcohol 
or tobacco. 

Dr. Jefferies showed/the test adopted by the 
United States Government for the examination of 
pilots. Out of a quantity of aifferent colored 
wools a green was selected, and the person exam- 
ined had to choose from’the bundie colors corre- 
sponding to itin shade. A color-blind soldler was 
broucht trom Boston to illustrate the lecturer's 
theory. The man was asked to select colors from 
the wools resembling a skein of green held up. He 
immediately took out pieces of pale brown, pink, 
dark brown, and mauve. Dr. Jefferies stated that 
the poet Whittier was green-blind. It was also 
necessary to say to;what extent a man was color- 
blind, and Mr. Donders,of Utrecht, had invented an 
apparatus forthat purpose. A disk of iron, with 
holes cut in it, was filled with different colered 
glasses. If a person could only distinguish the 
colors at a distance or 10 feet. while a normal 
vision could detect them at 20 feet, that person’s 
color sense was only one-half what it should be. 
The sense of color faded with the square of the 
distance. Dr. Jefferies said that onecountry must 
work with another, and that an international 
commission was needed. . He said that while the 
officers of vessels bad to be examined, such was 
not the case with masters or mates. He knew of 
several instances where Captains relied upon 
little boys for information as to the guidance of 
their vessels.

THE RIGHTS OF STATES. 

Des Mornes, Oct. 24.—In the United States 
Circuit Court to-day Judge MoCrary rendered a 
decision upon the question of the right of the 
State to regulate inter-State commerce. The case 


arose out of a suit against the Illinois Central Rail- 
road Company’s Receiver for damages for over- 
charges upon freight shipped over the company’s 
road from points in lowa to points in Wisconsin, 
and originated under the tariff law of 1874, since 
repealed. Judge McCrary held that the act in 
question, if it applied to througn shipments, re- 
lated to a subject in its nature national, and that if 
the power of the State to pass sueh an act wera 
conceded, it would necessarily include the power 
to discriminate against the eommerce of States. 
For these reasons such a statute would be in viola- 
tion of the Federal Constitution. It is not within 
the power of one State upon an inter-State line to 
fix its territory, for that would, in effeot, give it 
the power to demand more than its shareof a 
reasonable charge for the entire distance; it would 
be giving to the statutes of such a State extra terri- 
torial foree,

LABORING MEN ABROAD.

J. D. WEEKS FINDS THEIR CONDITION FAR 
BELOW THAT OF OTHERS. 

PrrTsBurG, Penn., Oct. 24.—J. D. Weeks, 
Secretary of the Western Iron Association, re 
turned home to-day from an extended tour througk 
Europe. During his absence he acquired a large 
fund of information concerning labor and wages 
abroad, which he will embody in his report to the 
Census Bureau. In an interview this evening Mr. 
Weeks said: ‘‘ During my trip I visitea the British 
Isles, Belgium, France, Bolland, and Switzerland. 
In England I found that there is a growing senti- 
ment among workmen in favor of a protective 
tariff. A reason for this is found in the fact that 
the English interest is suffering from competition 


with Belgium. The English iron trade is suffering 
from overproduction, and those interested feel 
keenly the effects of low-priced labor in the Hel- 
gium iron-producing district. In the latter coun- 
try the wages of iron-workers are about one-third 
ef the rate paid in Pittsburg. How do the men 
live? Well, Lhardly know; and when I put the 
same question to a representative of the mercan- 
tile interests of that country he had to acknow!l- 
edge that their condition is far below that of work- 
ing people in other parts of the world.” 

A correspondent of an Eastern paper recentiy 
stated that the cendition of the iron-workers in 
Birmingham, id, was better than that of the 
same olass of workmen in this country. Mr. 
Weeks differs from this correspondent, and says 
that such is not the case.

MISHAPS.10 SHIPPING. 


MANY SAILING VESSELS IN PERIL FROM A 
NORTH-EAST GALE. 

PiymovutH, Mass., Oct. 24—The hardest 
north-east gale for several years has been raging 
here since last night. The sloop Samoset, loaded 
with wood, and the yacht Mamie parted their 
cables while at anchor in the inner harbor and 
went ashore.

AND CAMPANINI 
“ LUCIA.” 


No singer ever won the recognition of a 
New-York audience more easily than Mme. Mar- 
pella Semorich did last evening at the new opera- 
house. The very first note she uttered seemed 
to establish her in the favor of her hearers, 
and before the curtain had been lowered 
upon the first act of “Lucia” the new 
prima donna’s triumph was complete. And 
yet the house at first was strangely apathetic. 
The new baritone, Kasehmann, was accorded a 
very meagre welcome, «nd the applause which was 
bestowed upon his creditable rendering of * Crada 
fomesta smania’ and ‘La pietade in suo fa- 
vore” seemed tobe drawn from the stalls and 
boxes almost against the will of their occupants. 
The assemblage was by no means so large as that 
of Monday night, although there was enough of a 
crowd to more than fill any theatre of ordinary 
capacity, and the people were so distributed 
that the vast auditorium wore a brilliant ap- 
pearance. The occasion, from & musical point of 
view, was one of much more interest than the 
opening night, for apart from the importance it 
derived from the first appearance of two of Mr. 
Abbey’s prominent artists, the singing of 
the principals, without exception, was more 

tisfactory than on Monday, and the chorus. 

th a better acquainance with the auditorium 
they were called upon to fill with their voices, 
were heard to better advantage. Signor Campa- 
nini, who, in the represertation of ‘ Faust,” 
seemed to spare his voice as much as possible and 
to be affected more deeply than might have been 
expeoted of so experienced an artist. by the 
strangeness of his surrouddings, last night 
sang the music of Edgardo with all his old 
time fire and grace, and in the chief 
gsoenes in which the tenor figures acquitted 
bimself so nobly as to fairly share the honors of 
the nicht with Mme. Sembrich. It was, indeed, a 
Campanini night as well as a Sembrich night, 
and these two artists made the representation of 
Donizetti's familiar opera a notable event in 
the operatic annals of this town, and one that will 
be remembered in the history of the new opera- 
house. . 

Mme. Marcella Sembrich is an artist whose fame, 
won fn the capitals of Europe, preceded her début 
In this country. In London, where ber silvery 
voice was first heard during the opera season of 
7880, she is an established favorite, which is not 
strange, as she has reached the same position in 
this City already, after this one performance, while 
$m London she has beer heard inalong list of parts, 
including Meyerbeer's Dinorah and Margherita de 
Valois, Bellini’s Amina, and Mozart's Constanza, 
("ll Seragilo.”") Mme. Sembrieh's voice is a light 
soprano, apd. to judge by her impersonation of 
Lucia last evening, she has nothing to fear from 
the few popular rivals she now has whose voices are 
of similar quality and compass. The new favorite's 
tones are singularly clear and brilliant, and she 
encompasses, without seeming effort, the highest 
notes in the music of Donizetti's heroine. In ad- 
dition to this her execution is absolutely faultless, 
and she sings with a facility of expression and 
a perfect intonation that are alike most 
gratifying to the sensitive listener. It is 
8 pleasure to hear her beautiful voice in the tritest 
passages of recitative, and in the florid arias with 
which the réle of the ill-fated Bride of Lammer- 
moor is so liberally provided she cannot fail 
to arouse the dullest audience to enthusiasm. 
Perhaps because Mme. Sembrich was not yet 
thoroughly at home amid her new surroundings, 
the cavatina, ** Regna va ne! sileneio”’ was not ren- 
dered last evening with that marvelous fluency 
which shortly afterward. in the “Quando ra- 
pito,” brought many sedate and elderly gentle- 
men in the box tiers to their feet and set 
the whole house to cheering vigorously. Inthe 
duet with Signor Campanini Mme. Sembrich 
gave still farther evidence of her matchless 
skill as a vocalist, and in the trying 
scenes of the second act, including the “Chi 
mi frena,” she showed herself a consummate 
mistress of her art; bot it was not until the fa- 
mous mad scene, that frenzy of vooal floriture in 
which so many aspiring prima donnas have met 
with disaster, that her extraordinary powers were 
fully exhibited, and the silvery hign notes, long- 
sustained ana perfect trills, and exquisite embel- 
lishments placed her firmly in the esteem of her 
audience, and consequentiy of this public, for it 
was a representative audience, as one of the reign- 
ing queens of song. 

Signor Campanini’s singing and acting in the 
part of Edgardo recalled his many triumphs in this 
character upon another stage. The croakers were 
silenced, and the greatest of living tenors retains 
his position at the front. His splendia performance 
fn the famous sextet, at the close of the second 
act. would alone have served to make the repre- 
sentation memorable, and in all of the scenes in 
which Edgardo figures the tenor was at his best, 
and his best is a long way ahead of that 
of any other tenor whose voicé bas been heard in 
New-York for many alongyear. It is a sufficient 
tribute to Campanini’s psrformanee to state that 
the vast audience remained to hear his delightful 
rendering of the closing aria “Ta che a Dio.” 
Bignor Kaschmann is a baritone whose voice 
wili always be heard with pleasure. It is rich and 
fulland he manages it with skill. He is also a 
graeeful actor, although it was apparent last 
evening that he was suffering somewhat 
from nervousness. M. Augier, a basso with 
@ sonorous and agreeable voice, made 
an acceptable Raimondo. Signor Vianesi 
onee more proved his remarkaple efliciency as a 
conductor and carried the performance through 
without a serious flaw, in spite of a trifling ex- 
bess of exuberance on the part of some 
of the instrumentalists. The opera was set 
with sumptuous scenery, the woodland 
views of the first act being commendabie 
both for harmonious coloring and capital per- 
spective, while the stately interiors displayed later 
in the action were cleverly designed and formed a 
bandsome setting for the pictures of the evening.

MME. GERSTER AS GILDA. 

Last night, the second of the season at the 
Academy of Music, was devoted to the production 
of Verdi's strongly dramatic work, ** Rigoletto,” 
This has always been deservidly a favorite with 
opera-goere beeanse of its well-constructed 
libretto, its forcible and frequently beautiful 
solos, and the immortal quartet of the last 
act. Possibly had the maestro the same 
ltbrette fresh te work upon now, with the splendid 
transition in style which he has shown in * Aida,” 
he would treat it far differently, but no one will 
complain because ‘* Rigoletto” was composed as it 
exists, for thero is in it an abundance of the purest 
and sweetest melody of the Itaiianschool. The per- 
formance of last evening was, taken as a whole, en- 
joyable, though in some respects the large end well 
disposed audience wes doomed to disappointment. 
The deep interest aroused in the contest between 
the Academy and the new house up town has un- 
questionably raised the expectations of the public 
to an unreasonable pitch. Every fresh perform- 
ance is expected to be a triumph and each new 
singer a revelation. It is in the nature of 
things, therefore, that such anticipations can- 
not be realizea. Signor Bertini, the tenor. 
who made his début last evening as 
the Dake, was until recently unknown 
to this public even by reputation. Im spite, how- 
ever, of Col. Mapleson’s reticence in regard to the 
abilities of the singers whom he isto introduce 
this year, sufficient gossip in regard to Signor Ber- 
tini’s work abroad has crept into print to induce 
people to think that he was more than a good sing- 
er. ‘Inthe Duke he found a sufficiently trying role. 
It was written for one of the greatest tenors of a 
time when great tenors were not few—WMario. 
That Signor Bertini gave some portions of it 
with grace and sentiment, and was accorded 
generous applause, is evidence that he possesses 
ability. In the “Questa o quella’ he was fairly 
successful. The “ E’ ilsol dell’ anima” was given 
with thoughtful care, but was marred by the un- 
pleasant and uncertain quality of the B flat. This 
was due to the nature of Signor Bertini’s voice, 
which is very light and a trifle thin in theupper 
register. 
about the acoustics of the house, and several! times 
foreed bis yoice with unfortunate results, His best 
work was heard in the ‘Par mi veder,” which 
was excellently done. In the quartet he was 
evidently tired, and the famous number, owing to

“Caro nome” was a triumph of vocal art. The 
exquisite perfection of the staccato passage 
near the finish and the limpid, rippling purity of 
the closing trill aroused a tornado of spontaneous 
applause which compelled the fair singer to repeat 
the number. Signor Galassi wasa most noble Ric- 
oletto. He sangthe music throughout with rare 
taste and splendid virility. Both he and Mme. 
Gerster acted with afine dramatic fervor that 
heightened the effect of their superb sing- 
ing. Their performance of the scene at the 
close of the second act—as the opera is 
now always given—was a splendid burst 
of lyric inspiration and aroused the utmost enthu- 
siasm. Signor Lombardelii made his first appear- 
ance as Sparafucile, in which part he had no great 
opportunity to display any power. He possesses a 
good resonant voice, which will probably do ex- 
cellent service before the end of the season. Signor 
Cherubini was a praisworthy Monterone. The 
work of the chorus deserves especial praise 
for its precision, spirit, and nicety of 
shading. Their “Scorrendo uniti’ was 
loudly redemanded. The orchestra was 
occasionally too loud, but was generally oom- 
mendable. Afterthe opera the ballet ‘* La Sur- 
prise’ was given, forthe purpose of introducing the 
new danseuses, Miles. Bettina de Sortis, Brambilla, 
and Gellert. Allthree proved to be graceful and 
accomplished dancers, whose work will add pic- 
turesqueness to every opera in which there is a bal- 
ist. Mile. de Sortisis petite and possessed of an 
abundance of chic, and undoubtedly will become a

“THE DUKE’S MOTTO.” 

Mr. Stetson has been digging rather deep of 
late in the graveyard of melodrama. After hav- 
ing unearthed those lively masterpieces of ghastly 
mimicry, * The Corsican Brothers’’ and “ Monte 
Cristo,” he has new brought to light ** The Duke's 
Motto.” It is, perhaps, neediess to remark that 
all these plays are very bad plays. They were 
popular once upon a time, and they are still 
useful, apparently, for certain purposes. Yet 
it seems to us that Mr. Stetson might 
do petter than revive this farrago of cheap non- 
senee called ‘‘The Duke's Notto.’’ No one takes 
such a piece seriously to-day. It isa burlesque of 
drama rather than a drama. Fechter vitalized it 
with his genius. But where is the man who can 
vitalize it now! Many fine actors would certainly 


be absurd and dreary Lagadéres. 
The revival was effected last night at the Fifth- 


Avenue Theatre. There is only one right way to 
present “ The-Duke’s Motto” or any harum-scarum 


play of its class. It must be given with dash ang 


brilliancy. Its romantic illusion must, at all 
hazards, be preserved. Actors and scenery should 
be parts of this illusion. But the whole perform- 
ance last night was without illusion. The scen- 
ery wae coarse and ill-painted. The actors were 
slow and uninteresting. The movement on the 
stage was awkward. The supernumeraries were a 
sad lot. Finally, Mr. Charles Coghlan made 
a poor Lagadére. It has been pointed out here on 
many occasions that Mr. Coghlan’s talent is drawn 
within close lines. Any one can see the lines for 
himself. Yet Mr. Coghlan does not appear to per- 
ceive them. In characters which demand broad 
freedom of action, spontaneous grace and ease, 
and dasbing style Mr. Cozchlan cannot hope to be 
successful. His action is constantly under re- 
straint. His self consciousness and hard work are 
painfully apparent. He jerks his words out when he 
is anxious tu seem impassioned, as though they were 
deeper down than usual. His Lagadére was mere- 
ly an intelligent performance. promising at mo- 
ments, but, on the whole, lifeless, prosaic, hope- 
lessly dull. There were some good actors in the 
cast, and they stalked rather gloomily through 
the performance. In the final scene of the play 
some interest was aroused by the duel between 
Mr. Coghian and Mr. Morrison, and the stage was 
showily decorated. ;

VURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS 


Lonpon, Oct. 24.—Riots have occurred at 
Bickaneer, India, in consequence of official exac- 
tions. 

Ata meeting held at Rotherham to-day of dele- 
gates representing 41,000 colliers in Yorkshire it 
was resolved to insist upon the demand for an ad- 
vance in wages. 

Capt. Drevar, who left Dover on Monday ina 
miniature paddle-boat to attempt to cross the 
Channel, and whose boat, it was thought, had 


been swamped during a heavy storm, was rescued 
by a passing vessel. This is the second time this 
month that Capt. Drevar has been resoued under 
similar circumstances. 


Rome, Oct. 24.—The report of the Commit- 
tee of the Geodetic Association was presented at 
@ general meeting of the conference yesterday 
and adopted after an animated debate. The re- 
port favors the universal adoption of the Green- 
wich meridian, and also recommends, as the point 
of depaiture of the universal hour and cosmopol- 
itan dates, the mean noon of Greenwich. The 
conference hopes that, if the wholejworld agrees 
to the unification of longitudes and hours by ac- 
cepting the Greenwich meridian, England will ad- 
vance the unification of weights and measures by 
joining the Metrical Convention of 1875. The Gov- 
ernment of italy will be requested to officially 
communicate the foregoing action of the confer- 
ence to all nations. 


Vienna, Oct..24.—At the opening of the 
session of the Austrian Delegation yesterday the 
President made an address, in which he pointed 
out that the necessity of peace was universally 
felt. He said that the Government would be 
obliged to take this feeling on the part of the peo- 
ple into account, but that it was necessary for the 
delegation to furnish the Government with the 
means for protecting, under all circumstances, the 
honor, rights, and interests of the monarch. 


Paris, Oct. 24.—The general impression pro- 
duced here by the condition of the relations be- 
tvreen France and China on the Tonquin question, 
as shown by the Yellow Book, issued yesterday, is 
thatall negotiations between the two eountries 
are exhausted, and that war or mediation only will 
settle the dispute.

THE BALTIMORE ELECTION 


A VIRTUAL VICTORY FOR THE 
FUSION TICKET. 

THE DEMOCRATIC MAJORITY LARGELY RE- 

DUCED—HOPING TO CARRY THE 8TATE 


IN NOVEMBER. 

Bator, Oct, 24.—The municipal election 
which took place here to-day was one of the most 
hotly contested ever known. The regular Demo- 
crats won by sa small a majority that the election 
was really a victory for the Republicans and inde- 
pendent Democrats. The fusion ticket would 
probably have made a clean sweep of the city had 
astronger man than J. Monroe Heiskell been put 
atitshead. The fact that he was a Confederate 
soldier turned a good many colored votes against 
him. The strong popularity of Gen. F. C. Latrobe 
made jt impossible to defeat him with a man who 


had no record as an executive officer. Charges of 
extreme profanity and vile language and of fre- 

uent drunkeness were also made against him 
through the newspapers and upon the atump, and 
these had a great effect and cost him many votes. 
Heiskell, however, carried 9 wards out of tbe 20, 
but Latrobe's majority in the city was 3,478. 

The Fusionists elected 9 out of 20 members of 
the first branch of the City Council, and 4 out of 10 
members of the seeond branch. Most of these are 
Republicans, and the Republicans feel very well 
satisfied at the reduction of the regular Demo- 
eratic majority, which is usually from 10,000 to 15,- 
000. If the Democrats do not carry the city bya 
larger majority than thison Noy. 6the Republicans 
will carry the State.

NOMINATIONS IN THE STATE. 

Jamestown, N. Y., Oct. 24,—The Democrats 
of the Thirty-second District, at their convention 
held here to-day, nominated Charles E. Weeks, of 
Jamestown, for the Senate by acclamation. Com- 
modore P. Vedder, of Ellicottville, was nominated 
for the State Senate from the Thirty-second Dis- 
trict by the Republicans in convention to-day. 
Thus ends one of the most closely contested races 


for the Senate ever known in this District. While 
the victory is on the side of Cattaraugus County, 
the Republicans of Chautauqua County will poll 
their full vote for Mr. Vedder. 


RicHmonD, Oct. 24.—The Richmond County 
Democrats held a stormy convention to-day at 
Tompkinsville. Mr. Erastus Brooks, although a 
delegate, was not present. Judge John Y. Vaughn 
was Chairman. An attempt was made to unseat 
Sidney S. Rawson, a warm supporter of Mr. 
Brooks. George Taintor claimed his place, but 
after an exciting scene he withdrew and Mr. Raw 
son retained his seat. When Mr. Rawson present- 
ed the name of Mr. Brooks great confusion 
prevailed. Mr. Rawson began to make an 
earnest appeal in Mr. Brooks's behalf, but 
much of what he said was arowned by 
the yelling and shouting of the exolted 
delegates.

SEONARD D. GALE, 

Dr. Leonard D, Gale, at one time well known 
in scientific circles, died in Washington on Oct. 22 
in the eighty-fourth year of his are. He was grad- 
uated from the College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
in this City, in 1830, and was soon afterward em- 
ployed as Assistant Professor of Chemistry in that 
institution. Later he was Professor of Chemistry 
in the New-York College of Pharmacy, and Profes- 
sor of Chemistry, Geology, and Mineralogy in 
the University of New-York. While holding 
the latter position, in 1834, he rendered in- 
valuable aid to his fellow-Professor, 8. F. B. 
Morse, in the perfection of the electric telegraph, 
bringing to his knowledge the diseoveries of Prof. 
Henry, the application of which to the Morse ma- 
chine assured its success. In 1838 Dr. Gale nadea 
geolegical survey of the island on which New-York 
is built, and in 1843 assisted Prof. Morse in the con- 
struction of the first telegraph line between Wash- 
ington and Baltimore. From 1846 to 1857 he was 
an Examiner of Patents, having charge of the De- 
partment of Chemistry, and was afterward for 
many years engaged in the practice of patent law 
in Washington.

LOSSHS BY FIRE

The patent medicine factory, packing-house, 
and offices of Dr. J. H. McLean, corner of Broad- 
way and Biddle streets, St. Louis, which took fire 
late Tuesday nicht, were totaliy destroyed.

LOCAL BUSINESS TROUBLES, 

Benjamin L. Coffin, wholesale dealer in 
hosiery and notions at No. 52 Waiker-street, made 
an individual assignment yesterday to Thomas 
Chatterton without preferences. His brother, 
George G. Coffin, who wasaspecial partner for 
$25,000, consented to the assignment. In 1878 
the store was damaged by fire and about

MR. HENDRIX UNFOLDS HIS VIEWS, 


THE DEMOCRATIC RATIBICATION MEETING 
IN BROOKLYN LAST NIGHT. 


**Boss’”’? McLaughlin surveyed with an air of 
serenity the crowded stage and auditorium of the 


Brooklyn Academy of Musio last evening, and | 


when the Demooratio ratification meeting was 
called to order by Augustus Van Wyck there 
were no vacant seats in the honse. Streamers 
of the national colors adorned the stage 
and conspicuous were the legend ‘Home 
Rule” and a portrait of Joseph C, Hen- 
drix, the Democratic eandidate for Mayor. 


Ex-Surrogate Livingston presided and Thomas C. 
Thackston read a long string of resolutions, which 
were adopted, aapeoving the administration of 
Gov, Cleveland and the nominations among others 
of Mr. Hendrix for Mayor and Willard Bartlett for 
Supreme Court Judge of the Second District, and 
opposing Interference with the present undivided 
responsibility of the Mayor. Isaac H. Maynard, 
candidate for Secretary of State. urged that how 
to govern our cities was one of the most perplex- 
ing political problems of the present day. 
Denis O’Brien, candidate for Attorney-General, 
thtew out the brilliant suggestion that in rolhtics 
as in private life it paid to be honest, and recalled 
a remark by the late Judge Black that justice trav- 
eled with a leaden heel, but struck with an tron 
hand. The entrance of Mr. Hendrix on the 
prevoked excitement and cheers, and when the 
strains ot *‘ Marebing Through Georgia” by the 
band had subsided the young candidate for Mayor 
rose to speak for half an hour. Manifold eop- 
jes of Mr. Hendrix's speech were distributed 
among the reporters of the Democratic 
papers, but it was not exactly the sneech 
which he _ delivered. Mr. Hendrix found 
appreciative listeners, and when hs alluded to 
Thomas Jefferson the house rang with plaudits. 
Ha paid his respects to the doctrine of home rule, 
and declared thatthe charter of the city was a 
magnificent document. It was not intended, how- 
ever, that a Mayor should go beyond its limits, and 
it hevér meant to favor an autocratic government. 
Mr. Hendrix bad no apology to offer for being the 
candidate of the Demooratic Party, and he was 

roud of the fact. While he had nothing 

mut the kindest words for his opponent, 
whom he satirically characterized as a **gentie- 
man of engaging sweetness of dispositian,” he 
intimated that tides ebbed and flowed, and vege- 
tation wenten “without the manipulation of the 
Hon. Seth Low.” Mr. Hendrix was in favor of 
rapid transit, with sueh an enforcement of the law 
that property-owners would be reimbursed and 
the city obtain a revenue from it. Brooxlyn also 
needed a public market, and then Mr. Hendrix 
committed himself to the snffrages of his auditors, 
as he stood for economy in every branch of the 
city government, and declared that if elected he 
would prove himself a faithful servant of the peo- 
ple. He spoke of frugality in the administration 
of municipal affairs and the “Democracy ot the 
Sermon on the Mount.” 

If elected, Mr. Hendrix promised to surround 
himself with good men, and if he was not able to 
do this in the city of Brooklyn he would be very 
much disappointed. Mr. Hendrix said he returned 
from Europe receatiy, where he had gone to re- 
pair bis health, broken down in service in a city 
department, and inthe course of circumstances 
was nominated as the representative of certain 
ideas. One of these was a protest against there 
being only one intellectual homan being within the 
borders of Brooklyn. 

Speaker Alfred C. Chapin, candidate for Con- 
troller, was then introduced and was cordially re- 
celved. He proceeded to discuss Repubiican 
elaima of Democratic extravagance, which he de- 
clared were false. Mr. Chapia spoke in a compli- 
mentary way of the Legislature of last Winter. 
whieh had been more nearly abreast of the best 
public demand than any other Legislature for 
many years. As calumny and vituperation, he 
stated, could not prevail in Ohio, supported by the 
prestize of success, there was assurance that it 
would not prevail in Democratic New-York.

TO AID ASBURY UNIVERSITY. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Gct. 24.—At alate hour to- 
night the Trustees of Asbury University oom- 
pleted an agreement with W. C. Depauw, of 
New-Albany, which is in effect that when the 
name of the institution is changed to Depauw, 
University he will pay $2 to $i of all subscriptions 


that may be paid by other parties according toa 
schedule aggregating about $120,000. There is 
also a condition that the city of Greencastle 
shall satisfactorily secure $60,000 to be 
paid on Jan. 1, 1885, with which to buy 
additional gronnd, and that Robert 
McKim, of Manison, shall build his 
propesed observatery at a cost of $10,000. By this 
agreement, if it is carried out, the univer- 
sity will receive about $400,000, besides a 
provision in Mr. Depauw’s will for a 
certain part of his estate at his death, a gift now 
estimated to be worth $1,000,000.

EVENTS INTHE METROPOLIS | 
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WITNESSES WHO TELL LITTLE. 
MR. GOWEN, MR. CASGATT, AND GEN. SEWELL 
BRAVELY STANDING UNDER FIRE. 

» The examination of witnesses in the matter 
of the Dinsmore New-Jersey Central suit was con- 
tinued yesterday, the same lega! luminaries and 
railroad men being present. Mr. Dinsmore was 
recalled, and proved a much more ready and com- 
dative witness than on the previous day. After 
vainly endeavoring to ascertain the extent of Mr. 
Dinsmore’s interest in the Adams Express Com- 
pany, Mr. Gowen questioned him relative to the 
exclusion of the company from the lines of the 


Reading Road. 
Mr. Gowen—I see you have sworn that I person- 


ally conducted the express business on the road 
afterward. Do you mean that I had a personal in- 


terest in it? 
Mr. Dinsmore—You treated us very unfairly in 


that. You were very polite, and there is no politer 
mand in the world than you, Mr. Gowen. You lis- 
tened to a drunken swab whom we discharged 
and then poured out his griefs to you or your 
Superintendent, and then, after hiring him to take 
charge of the business, you swore had never 
seen the man. He was a worthless brute, and you 
afterward discharged him. 
Q.—In the course of the litigation whict fol- 
lowed. did you not hear of him as drawing a pistol? 
A.—He never did unless it had acork init. He 
never would use one unless a glass one. 
Q.—You, however, got off the road, didn't you’ 
A.—We got; but were not turned. off. If we 
hadn't been so green then we would not have done 
so, and I tell you, if we were there now you 
couldn't get us off. We would stay in spite of you. 
.. Mr. with some detail the sign- 
ing of the billin equity. Being asked if he relied 
upon his counsel as te the truth of statements to 
which he swore, he said sharply: “ Of course I do. 
I paya lawyer for just that. I don’t iatend to 
keep a dog and bark myself.” - 
» Mr. Gowen, (with a hearty laugh)—I am very 
d, Mr. Dinsmore, if such is the general custom 
ere, that my legal practice is confined to other 
localities. 

Mr. Dinsmore said he had notsold nor did he 
knotw of the sale of any stock in consequence of 
the suit, and no person or eompany was interested 
with him in itor had agreed .o contribute any- 
thing toward defraying its cost. He described the 
methods of payment to the railroad companies 
acting for his company, stating that with the ex- 
deption of the Unitea States Treasury business, 
where the railroad got nothing, the average pay- 
ment was about 40 per cent. of the amount re- 
geived. His company was in the habit of loaning 
meney to the rail s with whieh it operated, and 
was uently asked to buy the seeurities of such 
roads. His company had for 25 or 30 years pur- 
chased for investment the stocks of many such 
roads. He declared he was not interested in and 
knew nothing of the passage of the biil by the Jer- 
sey Legislature authorizing the increase and sale 
of additional Jersey Central stock. 

Samue! Knox, Secretary of the New-Jersey Cen- 
tral, testified to matters connected with the meet- 
fngs held by thie stockholders to eonsider and rat- 
ify the lease to tne Reading. 

A. J. Cassatt, formerly a Vice-President and now 
a@ Director of the Pennsylvania Railroad, refused to 
answer questions designed to extract the informa- 
tion refused yesterday by Mr. Scott, and was then 
questioned as to his reported sale of Reading Rail- 
foad stock short, with a view, as stated by 
Mr. Gowen, to break down and injure the 
eredit of the latter road. He admitted 
baying done this, in consequence of a speech 
made before a Congressional committee by Mr. 
Gowen, and said hehada never undertaken a simi- 
lar operation until the sale of Jersey Central in 
company with Mr. Osborne and Mr. W. L. Scott, on 
information as to the filing of the preseat bill. ob- 
tained from Mr. Babcock, the Treasurer of Adams 
Express Company. Being asked if publicity had not 
been given tothe former saie, he denied it, and 
was then asked by Mr. Gowen if it would not be 
an unkindly act on bis part to make public such a 
tmatter when in consequence of Fis great reputa- 

.tion as a railroad officer such action would influ- 
ence many others—a question which Mr. 
Conkling described as the most seductive com- 

t ever conveyed ina question. Mr. Cassatt 
denied having madejt public. He declared that 
to most of the questions propounded to him he 
could only answer from common rumor. Where- 
upon Mr. Conkling sarcasticaliy broke in with, 
“Cemmon rumor and vuewspaper reports are so 
entirely accurate that I don’t object to rumor in 

is case.’ Mr. Cassatt was asked about the in- 

uencing of legislation in New-Jersey by the Penn- 
syivanie Railroad, and admitted that he knew 
thet among the dutics of Mr. Barcalow, 
an agent of the rajiroad in New-Jersey, was 
that or looking after the New-Jersey Legislatue. 
Mr. Gowen and Mr. Robesen, who were eondust- 
ing the examination, frequently interrupted Mr. 
Cassatt before he had completed his answers, 
whereupon Mr. Conkling. in a drawling way. pro- 
voked general laughter by remarking: “I would 
suggest that the witness be allowed to answer the 
insinuating and captivating questions of counsel 
ia hisown way. Whenever he attempts (o answer 
aware of eloquence flowsfrom the counsel and 
biandly suffocates him.” 

k Thomson, the General Manager of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, refused to answer the ques- 
tions designed to draw from him the,transportation 
rates charged by his road. 

Gen. Sewell, Unitea States Senator from New- 
Jersey. and Vice-President of a number of roads 
controlied by the Pennsylvania Railroad, related 
his connection with the passage of the bill by the 
New-Jersey Legislature authorizing the increase of 
the Jersey Central stock, and also the procuring 
by him in Philadelphia of several affidavits used in 
the present suit. They were obtained at the in- 
stance of Mr. Green, the counsel in New-Jersey of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad and also counsel! for 
Mr. Dinsmore, but were entirely for the use of Mr. 
Dinsmore, the railroad company having no'hing 
todo with the matter.

DELAYED COFFEE QUOTATIONS. 
THE TROUBLE WITH THE OVERWORKED 
WIRES SOUTH OF LIMA. 

President B. G. Arnold, of the New-York 
Coffee Exchange, said yesterday that the report of 
the committee appointed to investigate the cause 
of the reeent mistakes and delays in the trans- 
missior of coffee quotations from Rio de Janeiro, 
had not been formally presented to the Exchange. 
fie had not read it h'mse/f and, therefore, did not 
know whom it blamed. He had, however, received 


aletter from President Scrymser, of the Central 
and South American Telegraph Company, from 
which he judged that that company was not re- 
sponsible forthe trouble. Following is the princi- 
pal portion of Mr. Scrymeer’s letter: 

“The trouble is south of Lima and on lines not un- 
der the control of thiscomp«ny. An examination of 
the dispatches referred to will show that at the open- 
ing of the line to Brazil the lines between Valparaiso 
and Buenos Ayres were prostrated by a tempeat 
‘which caused a blockade of traffic. When this dim- 
culty was overcome the military operations of the 
Chilian army crowded the lines south of Lima with 
an unusually large amount of Government work, 
leading to further delays. 1] am assured by the man- 
agers of lines beyond those operated by this company 
that every possible effort is being made to overcome 
these difficuities. and l’ assure you that there is no 
cause for complaint so far as relates to the service of 
the Baca pocrates by thisana the Western Union Tel- 
egrapb Companies north of Lima.” 

President Scrymser took pains to collect a num- 
ber of dispatches received by nim in answer to in- 
guiries about the trouble, for the purpose of show- 
ine them to the Coffee Exchange investigating 
sommittee, but the Jatter did not call to see them, 
nor did it ask from the company any further etate- 
ment than was contained in Mr. Scrymser's letter 
to Mr. Arnoid. The facts as shown by the dis- 
patches alluded to fully bear out Mr. Scrymeer’s 
statement that the trouble with the wires was 
* south of Lima.”

EXPENSES OF THE CITY. 
MORE MONEY WANTED BY THE FIRE AND 
MEALTH DEPARTMENTS. 

The Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
began yesterday the consideration of the pro- 
visional estimates for the expenses of the 
various departments of the City Government 
for the coming year. President Shaier, of 
the Board of Health, said that the Health 
Department cesired $740,000 for its expenses next 
year. This was an increase of $277,592 over the 


amount appropriated for the department for 1883, 
which was $463,207. Gen. Shaler explained that 
the chief item of the increased sum asked for was 

200,000 for a new building for the board. The 

resent quarters in the Poliee Centra! Building 
were insufficient, and the Commissioners felt that 
a building should be had for their head-quarters. 
Fire Commissioners Purroy and Gorman explained 
the estimate put in by the Fire Department, which 
called for $1,686,129 20, as against $1,585,745 al- 
lowed for the department this year. The increase 
Was $100,284 &%, spread over a large number of 
items. Judge Henry P. McGown, of the Ninth 
District Court, complained that his court did not 
ave sufficient furniture, towels, soap, brooms, 
&c. He asked that $18,945 be appropriated for his 
pourt for 1884. 

Mayor Edson said that the estimates of his office 
calied for $30,000, the same as this yest. and $10,- 
000 for the Bureau of Permits. Alderman Reilly 
urged that the clerks in the Mayor's office should 
— more pay than they now get, und that the 

ureauof Permits needed more clerical help than 

thas. The Mayor replied that the sum asked for 
or his office was all the law permitted to be ap- 
ropriated. Then the board adjourned. To-day 
board will consider the estimates of the Street- 
tleaning Department and the Board of Aldermen. 
To-morrow the estimates of the Board of Educa- 
bion and the Department of Public Parks will be 
taken up and on Saturday those of the Depart-

THE LORD OHIEF-JUSTICE’S VI817. 

BROKERS ON GOOD BEHAVIOR—MR. AC- 
TON’S SILVER CONUNDRUM. 

The Jarge room of the Stock Exchange re- 
sounded with cheers for Lord Chief-Justice Cole- 
ridge yesterday noon. The floor was crowded 
with members and the galleries were throngzed 
with spectators. The distinguished visitor was es- 
corted to the rostrum by President A. 8. Hatch 
aod a committee comprising F. N. Lawrence, Don- 
ald McKay, E. A. Drake, James D. Smith, W. §, 
Nichols, Charles M. Stead, and William Lummis. 
The members of the Exchange were given only a 
few minutes’ notice of Lord Coleridge's intended 
visit; consequently there were no formalities. 
President Hatch presented the visitor in the few- 


est words possible, and the noisy “ bulls” and 
“bears” ceased their turbulént demonstrations 
absolutely for the time being. Ld¢rd Coleridge 
looked around placidly, and said that the scene re- 
minded him of the Stoek Exchange in London. He 
appreciated the vaiue of time to business men, and 
he regretted that he should be the cause. of 
stopping the important business of the New- 
York Stock Exchange even for a short time. In 
England he was accustomed to receiving pay for 
speaking. but in the present instance be esteemed 
ita privilege to speak. He regarded his visit to 
the Steck Exchange as an event of unusual inter- 
est to himself, and he was grateful to the mem- 
bers for their kindness. The weil-trained voices of 
several] hundred stock brokers sent up tkree 
cheers for the Lord Chief-Justice that must have 
startled many persons who were quietly pursaing 
their ordinary voeations in the neighborhood, The 
English gentieman Impressed the brokers very fa- 
vorably, and they. became uousually enthusiastic. 
One verse of “God Save the Queen” was sung 
with great vigor by the Stock Exchange Glee 
Club, and one bald-headed broker, in the eestacy 
ofthe moment, mounted a leather-covered sola 
and began to sing “ Peek-a-boo.” After the 
cheering and the singivg, Lord Coleridge, who was 
aseompanied by Mr. Elliott F. Shepard and Lieut. 
McClellan, went into the parior, where he re- 
mainedfor about 20 minutes shaking hands with 
the members of the Exchunge. 

The Lord Chief-Justice visited the Sub Treasury 
and was shown about the place by Assistaut ‘T'reas- 
urer Acton. The visitor expressed astonishment 
at the vast accumulation of silver coin—about 900 
tons—in the Sub-Treasury vaults. 

* What are you going todo with it all!’ he asked. 

“ That's a conundrum,” said Mr. Acton. 

A bundle containing $50,000,000 of gold certifi- 
cates was placed in Lord Coleridge's hand, ana 
despite his assertion in his Academy of Music 
speech that he cared nothing about money be 
fondled the certificates very lovingly. His atten- 
tion was drawn to the department where muti- 
lated paper currency is redeemed, and he maui- 
fested a great deal of interest in this feature. 
We redeem between $5,000,000 and $6,000,000 of 
mutliated greenbacks, national bank notes, and 
gold and silver certificates each month," explained 
a clerk who was busy counting over about a 
bushel of ragged money. “If there is three-fifths 
of a bill it is redeemed at par.” 

Celleetor Robertsen received a call from the 
Lord Chief-Justice during the foreneon, and elic- 
ited an exclamation of surprise from his lordship 
when hetold him that two-thirds ofthe Castoms 
duties paid into the United States Treasury were 
collected at this port. The distinguished English- 
man subsequentiy visited the Produce Exchange, 
where he was received by President J. H. Herriek; 
the Mills Building. where he was received by Mr. 
D. O. Mills: the Mutual Life Insuranoe Company's 
building, the American Bank Note establishment, 
and some of the State courts. 

Ex-Secretary William M. Evarts entertained 
Lord Coleridge et a small dinner party, at his resi- 
dence, in Second-avenue, lastevening. Mr. Evarts 
presided, with the guest of the evening on his 
right. Among those present were the Hon. Ed- 
wards Pierrepont. Gen. Grant, Judge Dillon, David 
Dudley Field, Henry Villard, Whitelaw Reid, 
George William Curtis, John Jay, Charies Tracy, 
and H. F. De Witt.

POLICY-DEALERS ARRESTED. 
INSPECTOR BYRNES’S DETECTIVES MAKE A 
RAID ON A NUMBER OF THE SHOPS. 

Under the direction of Inspector Byrnes a 
descent was made yesterday morning upon a num- 
ber of policy shops in this City, and 10 men, who, 
it is alieged, maintained illegal establishments, 
were captured. The Inspector learned that, 
despite the stringent orders to the police tosup- 
press such places, a large number of policy-deal- 
ers, emboldened by a lack of vigor recently dis- 


played by the authorities in the prosecution of 
offenders, had opened their shops for business. 
Max Hartog, of No. 78 Rivington-street, aud Rob- 
ert Randolph, a colored man, living at No. 38 Cor- 
nelia-street, were employed by the police to 
procure evidence on which to arrest the 
offenders. On affidavits made by these men, HKe- 
corder Smyth issued search warrants for a num- 
ber of suspected places in various parts of the 
Cityj and placed them in the hands of the Inspec- 
tor for execution. A number of detectives were 
summoned to Police Head-quarters yester- 
day morning and were sent out with the 
warrants to the policy shops. The raid 
resu'ted itn the capture of Robert Smitb 
aud John Mack, at No, 481 Sixth-avenue; Daziel 
McVey, No. 102 West Thirty-second-street; Wil- 
liam Strayley, No. 203 West Thirty-first-street; 
Charlies Full, No. 113 Stanton-street; Adolph Kraft, 
No. 115 Chatham-street; Frank Reimmie, No. 206 
Allen-street; John Hogan, No. 3 Chrystie-street; 
Cbristian Fredericks, No. 127 Ludlow-street, and 
James Roberts, No. 212 Greenwich-street. The 
last named place is said to bethe head-quarters of 
Alexander McGahan, who, it is alleged, is the 
backer of all the policy shops on the west side of 
the City between Canal and Eighth streets. At 
each place the officers seized all the books, papers, 
and the pagapbernalia. to be used as evidence on 
the trials of the accused men. 

The priscners were arraigned before Justice Pat- 
terson, at the Jefferson Market Police Court. Two 
complaints were made against Kraft, and he was 
admitted to bail in $2,000to appear for trial. smith, 
Mack, Full. Reimmie, and dericks were com- 
mitted for trialin default of $1,000 each. Hogan 
and Roberts were admitted to bal! in the same 
amount. McVey and Strayley demanded an 
examination and gave $1,000 each to appear 
at court to-day. In speaking of the raid yesterday 
Inspector Byrnes said that there would be no 
trouble in breaking up policy shops if the efforts 
of the police were supplemented by the prompt 
trial of the prisoners arrested, who, when found 
guilty, snonid be sentto prison. The prompt pup- 
ishment of half a dozen policy-dealers by imprison- 
ment in the State prison or even in the penitentiary 
would do more to break up the business than all 
the police raids. It wus simply a farce for the 
police to arrest policy-deaiers, who are, of course, 
released on bail and ure not tried.

SHIP-OWNERS OBJECTING 70 SMOKING. 

The National Board of Steam Navigation 
met yesterday at the Metropolitan Hotel. Capt. 
E. W. Gould. of the Kansas City Packet Compeziy, 
presided. There were also present Mr. T. C. Ker- 
sey, President of the International Steam-ship 
Company; Mr. William T. Milliken, of tbe Port-

Vannab Steam-ship Company, end of the Halifax 
Steam-ship Company; r. C. H. Boyer, Secre- 
tary of the association; Capt. Richard Sin- 
nott. of New-Orleans; Capt. B. 8 Oshon, of 
the Ocean Steam-ship Company, of Savannah; Mr. 
D. F. Barmore, and Mr. J. M. Glass, of Jefferson- 
ville, Ind.: Gen. James S, Negley, of Pittsburg, 
and D. M. Munger, Isaac L. Fisher, and David Cox, 
of this City. The National Board of Steam Navi- 
xation represents property to the value of $600,- 
000,000 and marine tonnage to the extent of 600,000 
tons. None of the transatlantic companies be- 
long to the association, which is composed 
entirely of home representatives. The ob- 
ject of the board is to secure a coni- 
plete revision of the steam navigation laws. 
The only resolution which was unanimously passed 
yesterday was one that prohibited gentiemen 
from smoking during the session. his occupied 
some of the time and most of the enthusiasm of 
the members. Its object was the protection of 
the President, who was suffering from a severe 
eough. Mr. F. W. Nickerson acted as the bumor- 
ist of the board, and kept up a constant fire of 
irrelevant jokes. 

Resolutions were referred to the Executive Com- 
mittee to the effect that Congress should be peti- 
tioned concerning the limitation of the liabilliies 
of the owners of steam vesse/s; that it be also peti- 
tioned to amend the acts relativg to the inspection 
of boilers, and that every master, mate, pilot, and 
engineer of a vessel should be obliged to place his 
lieense, property framed, where passengers could 
see it. The meeting then adjourned till to-day.
